Twenty Others Walk Five Miles in 
Mud to Town; Washouts 
Causes Tie-up.

SUPERIOR, Mont., Dec. 23.— 
More than twenty of the 125 passen- 
gers on the stranded eastbound 
Olympian, Milwaukee passenger 
train, tonight walked five miles in 
the mud from the railroad to St. 
Regis and took automobiles to Mis- 
soula. 

The swollen St. Regis River be- 
gan to recede and, with colder 
weather anticipated, railroad offi- 
cers said the flow might abate 
enough to make the hike to town 
easier for the other travelers to- 
morrow. 

Two truckloads of supplies were 
sent to the passengers, some of 
whom may miss their intended 
Christmas vacations in the East by 
a day or so. Railroad men said 
mudslidés and washout between St. 
Regis and the stranded train will 
require several days to,repair. 

“There is no suffering nor 
alarm,” said B. M. Hyde of Sup- 
erior, a passenger. 

Hyde arrived here late today 
from their train, which was halted 
yesterday noon by floodwaters of 
the swollen St. Regis River and the 
sliding of earth loosened by a week 
of rain. 

The holiday travelers, most of 
whom left Tacoma, Wash., Thurs- 
day for Chicago or points East, 
were to continue the trip by rail 
from Missouri. 

For a time dining car rations 
ran low, but section. hands were

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‘Acts as Own Cnauffeur;

LAGNY, France, Dec. 24.—(Sun- 
day.)—More than 130 Christmas 
travelers, many of them students 
from Paris, hom:ward bound, were 
killed last night in ‘a rear-end col- 
lision of the Paris-Strasbourg ex- 
press and a local night train-in a 
heavy fog. 

At 3 a. m. a semi-officia] an- 
nouncement said 134 bodies had 


been recovered while 280 were 
injured, 
The express,, an hour later, 


crashed at a 50-mile-an-hour speed 
into the rear of the local, which 
had come to a halt close to Pom- 
ponne, near here, 15 miles due east 
of Paris. 

The four rear cars of the local 
train were telescoped and crushed 
to splinters by the onrushing loco- 
motive. Nearly all the occupants 
of these cars were killed outright. 

A French Senator and two mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies 
were among those reported serious- 
ly injured. 

First Aid Given in Field. 

The inhabitants of Lagny hast- 
ened to the scene and aided in 
rescue work. In a field near the 
wreckage, local doctors and others 
who had hurried from Paris gave 
first aid to the injured, while the 
dead were laid in long rows beside 
the tracks. 

The local train had stopped on a 
curve in answer to a semaphore sig- 
nal. Its rear light was said to be in- 
visible to the engineer of the on- 
rushing express, blinded by fog. 

Wood fires lighted by rescuers 
along the tracks t« provide illum- 
ination, disclosed fantastic sham- 
bles, shrouded by ‘the heavy fog. 
By midnight 100 bodies had been 
laid beside tke wreckage and work- 
ers still were looking for more. 

Most Victims in Local Train. 

Most of the victims were passen- 
gers on the locai train which had 


also delayed its departure from 
Paris because of the fog and 
stopped about two miles from 


Lagny. 

The express crashed into it at 
8:15 p. m. (2:15 p. m. central stand- 
ard time). 

The accident was one of the 
gravest in the history of French 
railroading. It w: . far more seri- 
ous than the one at Evreux last Oc- 
tober in which 35 vere killed and 
50 injured when the Cherbourg- 
Paris express, rounding a curve, 
hurtled off a 30-foot viaduct in the 
Rouloir River. 

Among the seriously injured in 
last night’s wreck were Henri Rol- 
lin and Gaston Poittevin, members 
of the Chamber of Deputies.

LABOR CONTROL 
CODE PLAN FAILS 


Device of ‘‘Machinery and 


Allied Products Institute” 


Ruled Out as Anti-Trust 
- Violation. 


PLANNED TO COVER 
50 TRADE GROUPS 


Makers of Auto Jacks to 
Locomotives Attempted 
‘ Alliance for Uniform 
Handling of Employes.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—An at- 
tempt to apply the holding com- 
pany idea over approximately 50 
trade associations, representing a 
large number of manufacturing in- 
dustries, for the purpose of con- 
trolling their labor policies under 
codes, apparently has been frus- 
trated by a ruling from the NRA 
legal department, holding that such 
a practice would violate the anti- 
trust laws and subject its authors 
to Federal prosecution. 

This curious device was evolved 
by John W. O'Leary, a Chicago 
manufacturer and former president 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce. It first came to the 
attention of NRA officials recently, 
when about 40 trade associations 
submitted proposed codes of fair 
practice. Each contained identical 
labor provisions, and each stated 
itself to be a “member of the Ma- 
chinery and Allied Prodtcts Insti- 
tute.” 

Identical Labor Policies. 

Their curiosity aroused, NRA of- 
ficials madé@tifquiry to learn what 
the Institute was and who was be- 
hind it. They obtained a copy of 
its constitution and by-laws, and in 
thém made thé interesting discov- 
ery that, although the “Institute” 
itself would submit no codes and 
not be-responsible for any that 
were submitted, its member trade 
associations would submit codes 
only with the “Institute’s” approval 
and pledged themselves to accept 
and practice identical labor policies 
to be laid down by the “Institute.” 

The industries which thus at- 
tempted to ally themselves for the 
purpose of asserting uniform con- 
trol over their employes, included 
almost every large manufacturer 
of metal machinery and _ tools, 
ranging from the makers of loco- 
motives to those of floor castors 
ani automobile jacks. O’Leary was 
the organizer and president. 

The identical labor provisions in- 
corporated in the code drafts sub- 
mitted to NRA were pronounced 
by officials to be among the most 
unsatisfactory ever proposed to 
them. Hours were comparatively 
long, wages were low, and em- 
ployers would be given extraordi- 
nary powers over their employes. 

Points to Anti-Trust Law. 

O’Leary was sharply questioned 
by Chief Counsel Donald Richberg, 
who eventually pointed out to him 
that those sections of the Recovery 
Act which confer immmnity against 
anti-trust prosecution apply to com- 
panies and trade organizations 
which submit codes of fair practice, 
and that, since the “Institute” had 
not submitted any code and did 
not propose to, it was fully subject 
to all: the penalties of the anti- 
trust laws. Richberg intimated that 
evidence of violations appeared in 
the Institute’s own by-laws and in 
the codes theretofore submitted by 
its member associations. 

This warning had prompt re- 
sults. This week O’Leary appeared 
at the NRA and asked that all men- 
tion of the “Institute” be deleted 
from the codes submitted by its 
member industries. Apparently he 
still hopes to preserve some trace 
of it in the shape of a “super code 
authority,” but the attempt to es- 
tablish a “holding company” of 
trade associations probably has 
been abandoned.

Christmas, which comes but once 
a year, lasts two days this time, as 
it did last year, The two-day ob- 
servance begins today, and in some 
respects began last night. Tonight 
is Christmas Eve, when Santa 
Claus’ reindeer are supposed to 
make tracks in the “new-fallen 
snow,” and snow flurries are in- 
cluded in the official weather fore- 
cast. Up to last night not even 
one lone snowflake had appeared. 

Yesterday’s summery weather 
encouraged shoppers, and down- 
town stores were crowded up to the 
closing moment, which in the larg- 
er establishments was 6 p. m. 

The Mayor’s Christmas Party. 

The biggest single event of this 
Christmas in St. Louis will be the 
Mayor’s Christmas dinner tomor- 
row, in the new Municipal Audito- 
rium, where plans have been made 
to feed as many as 25,000 persons. 
Food has been provided by sub- 
scriptions of city employes and the 
public, and by donations of dealers. 
Entertainment features will be 
contributed by theater and club 
performers and musicians, 

The hundreds of volunteers who 
are to serve the dinner will meet 
at 11 a. m. today at the Audito- 
rium, to hold a rehearsal.. Both 
the table service detail and the 
floor committee will attend this re- 
hearsal. The public will be admit- 
ted at the Fourteenth street doc”, 
south of Market street. 

Twenty-five thousand persons 
are expected to usé the tickets for 
the dinner, which were issued yes- 
terday and on previous days 
through the police stations and by 
political clubs. Each ticket speci- 
fies an hour, the purpose being to 
prevent a crowd larger than can be 
served at any one time. It is expect- 
ed that the management of the din- 
ner will be able to serve 2000 persons 
every 30 minutes. The affair lasts 
from 9 a. m. to 9 p, m. 

Those holding tickets will enfec 
on Fourteenth and _ “Fifteenth 
streets, near Market, and will be 
admitted to the exhibition hall of 
the Auditorium, which is to be the 
dining room. Three large Christ- 
mas trees have been placed in this 
hall, and the tables and chairs oc- 
cupy two and a half acres. 


Cafeteria Service. 

Cafeteria service will be given. 
Paper plates will be provided, and 
the diners will serve themselves 
with foodsdispensed at a series of 
counters, then will carry their food 
to"the tables and eat. Ham wiil be 
the principal dish, with various 
vegetables, fruits and sweéts. 

‘The food will be cooked at City 
Hospital, City Sanitarium and oth- 
er institutions, and will be warmed 
on large ranges at the Auditorium 
building. 

The exits will he at the south end 
of the building, on both sides. A 
gift committee, at the exits, will 
give out candy and toys. 

To accommodate those attending 
the dinner, and to furnish shelter 
in case of possible bad weather, the 
Municipal Court Building will be 
open through the day. Free street 
car transportation has been provid- 
ed, through coupons attached to 
the dinner tickets, and automobiles 
will carry some who are not able 
to use street cars. 

Under Mayor Dickmann’s direc- 
tion, George B. Tracy, secretary, of 
the Efficiency Board, has been in 
charge of food supply, and Col. E. 
J. McMahon, Street Commissioner, 
is in charge of service. Money dona- 
tions up to yesterday were about 
$1800. The bulk of the food was 
donated, to an estimated value of 
$12,000, the food gifts including 3550 
pounds of ham.

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$476,708 PAID 
UWA WORKERS 
IN LAST WEEN 


31,000 on Rolls in City and 
County, in Addition to 
1000 Women on Sevice 
Jobs. 


Federal pay checks to 31,000 
CWA workers in St. Louis and the 
county last week, just before 
Christmas, totaled $476,708, more 
than three times the total for the 
previous week. In addition, 1000 
women, employed on civil works 


service jobs, chiefly in hospitals, 
were paid $12,000. 
The CWA program got into full 


swing here for the first time last 
week with the city employing its 
quota of 22,919 workers and the |. 


county its allotment of 8500, Those 
working in the city were paid $377,- 
310, and those in the county, $99,398. 
Paydays were distributed 
throughout the week to avoid the 
inconvenience of paying all on 
Saturday, as had been the case for 
the previous three weeks. Since 
CWA work began, a month ago, 
about $700,000 in wages has been 
paid out in the city and county, 
lightening the relief burden  be- 
cause about two-thirds of those put 
to work were taken from the relief 
rolls. The balance were those of 
the unemployed who had not yet 
been forced to ask for charity. 


Banks Stay Open to Cash Checks.

HEAD WOUNDED 


of Intermittent  Fist- 
Fighting, Starts After 
Opposing Sides Gather 
in Saloons.

TAYLORVILLE, ill., Dee. 23—~ 


Four men were shot here this af- 
ternoon in the latest outbreak of 
rhostilities between members of the 
rival United Mine Workers’ and

Progressive Miners’ unions. 
affray, in which about 25 


were fired, occurred on Main street, 
a few doors east of the Courthouse 


square, when the _ streets were 
crowded with Christmas shoppers. 

The wounded miners are: Jack 
Glasgow, president of the local U, 
M. W. A. subdistrict, several fin- 
gers shot off the left hand; Don 
riunt, shot in the abdomen, condi- 
tion serious; Tony Rogozenski, shot 
in the hand, and Patrick Cain, shot 
in left thigh. 

The men, all of whom reside in 
Taylorville, were taken to St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital here. Hunt and Cain 
are of the United Faction. The 
affiliation of Rogozenski was not 
learned. 

The shooting was a climax to a 
day of intermittent drinking and 
fist fighting around the square. 
Headquarters of the opposing sides 
were in saloons on Main street, in 
front of which the shooting oc- 
curred. The U. M. W. A. men met 
in a place known as Okie’s Beer 
Parlor and the Progressives in The 
Brass Rail, three doors away. 

Shooting Lasts Five Minutes. 

The shooting began at 4:45 and 
lasted about five minutes. A large 
crowd. gathered, seemingly un- 
mindful of danger, at the corner of 
the square near by, but police, ar- 
riving just after the firing ended 
and all but the wounded had fled, 
could obtain only meager accounts. 

It was reported only 12 or 15 
men took part in the shooting, 
though both saloons had been 
crowded with miners all day. A 
number were arrested and ques- 
tioned but little information could 
be obtained regarding the immedi- 
ate cause of the outbreak. 

Hunt, questioned at the hospital, 
said he had not been in the saloons 
but ~vas on his way from his home 
to a store when hit. State’s Attor- 
ney John Coale questioned the oth- 
er wounded men, but declined to 
state what he had learned, It was 
reported the participants in the 
fight had been shouting epithets at 
one another for an hour before the 
affray. 

Mayor Orders Saloons Closed. 


Mayor Spresser issued orders to — 


the town police force of nine men 
to close all saloons and to “keep 
pedestrians moving.” The Progres 
sive headquarters, on Main street 
west of the Court House, also was 
ordered closed. Police and Deputy 
Sheriffs spent the evening pa- 
trolling the downtown streets and 
breaking up all gatherings, but last 
minute Christmas shopping con- 
tinued withouf interruption.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.~—The 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, the nation’s largest 
business organization, today chal- 
lenged the right of Congress to 
attempt to correct social defects or 
economic abuses through taxation. 
Fred H. Clausen, Horicon (Wis.) 
manufacturer, chairman of the 
Committee on Federal Taxation of 


the chamber, today submitted this 
belief to the House Ways and 
Méans Committee as the “business 
viewpoint” on taxation. 

Before stating the chamber’s 
opinion on specific points, opposing 
gdditional taxes on dividends, main- 
tenance of depreciation deductions 
and reduction of capital gains and 
losses rates among other things, 
Clausen said: 

“The object of taxation is to pro- 
duce revenue. The penalizing of 
particular methods of doing busi- 
ness or the -accomplishment of 
social reforms are not within its 
legitimate sphere, nor should it be 
influeneed by prejudice or a spirit 
of punishment. 

Defeats Purpose of Act. 

“Any deviation from these funda- 
mental principles is not only an 
abuse of a sovereign right that 
carries with it the power to destroy 
but also operates to defeat the pro 
per purpose of tax legislation, 
namely, the production of revenues. 

“The correction of economic 
abuses or social defects should not 
be sought througn ai revenue 
measure. 

“Duting and since the war the 
income tax has been a tremendous 
revenue producer, bringing in far 
more money t other tax. 

“This | based. The co- 
operation of the taxpayer is conse- 
quently éssential if the tax is to be 
administered in a satisfactory man- 
ner. Even though rates may be 
high, this*co-operation can be main- 
tained provided the taxpayer is 
convinced that the tax is applied 
fairly and without discrimination. 

“If, however, the taxpayers of 
the country become convinced that 
some provisions are essentially un- 
fair, that the tax is applied in a 
very discriminatory manner or in a 
spirit of punishment, co-operation 
will be alienated, administration 
made increasingly difficult, the 
revenue meantime reduced, and the 
tax eventually discredited. 
“Harsh, Discriminatory Features.” 

“In vievr. of the aependence 
which has been placed upon it, the 
breakdown of the income tax would 
be disastrous to the Government 
from a revenue standpotnt. In the 
interest of both the Government 
and the taxpayers, changes in the 
income tax laws, especially, should 
contemplate the elimination of 
harsh and discriminatory features, 
and the avoidance of large new bur- 
dens and inequities. 

“Provisions that are designed to 
eliminate loopholes ia the tax laws 
und thus to provide additional rev- 
enues must be considered in the 
light of these conditions. 

“Business is willing to pay its 
full share of taxes but in view of 
the large and increasing proportion 
of the total Federal taxation which 
it bears it is particularly important 
that all changes in the revenue 
structure should be fair and equit- 
able, with no discrimination, no 
overdue obstructions of normal 
business processes nor penalties on 
legitimate forms of doing business.” 

His Specific Program. 

Clausen made specific recommen- 
dations as follows: 

“Personal Income Tax Schedule— 
Changes in the revenue laws should 
be designed to eliminate known in- 
equities: a schedule of income tax 
rates which would place additional 
taxes on dividends already heavily 
taxed at their source would result 
in discriminatory taxation and in- 
crease existing duplication and in- 
equalities. 

“Depreciation and Depletion—As 
an elimental principle, actual de- 
preciation and depletion should be 
allowed for tax purposes in the 
year in which they occur; denial of 
such allowances would result in a

It 
also is obvious that a purely arbitr- 
ary, uniform reduction in deprecia- 
tion and depletion allowances is 
simply an increase in tax rates on 
an unsound basis; if there are any 
instances of taxpayers being allow- 
ed too much depreciation they 
should be corrected through ad- 
ministrative action for which pro- 
vision already exists. 

“Exchanges and Reorganizations 
—No tax should be imposed on ex- 
changés or business reorganizations 
unless there is a clearky realized 
capital gain. The present law is 
based upon.this principle. and the 
exchange and reorganization pro- 
visions, taken as a whole, are 
sound. 

Would Cut ‘Capital Gains’ Tax. 
“Capital Gains—If it is not deem- 
ed practical at present to ignore 
capital gains and losses for in- 
come tax purposes, then the rate 
should be reduced, thus minimizing 
the fluctuations in revenues, les- 
sening the undesirable economic 
effects of the present system and 
giving relief to the small as well 
as to the large taxpayer. Such 
reduction would tend to increase 
Government revenues. 

“Credit for Taxes Paid Abroad— 
In the interest of economic recov- 
ery in general and in foreign trade 
in particular, the right to receive 
credit for taxes paid abroad 
should be retained and should be 
subjected at most to no more ré- 
strictions than those found in exist- 
ing law. 

‘Dividends out of pre-March 
1913 earnings—Congress did not 
have constitutional power to tax 
pre-March, 1913, earnings when 
they were accumulated and should 
not attempt to tax them now; such 
a tax would result in discrimina- 
tion as between industries and as 
between individual enterprises of 
the same industry. 

“Taxation of partnerships—While 
it is important to define more ade- 
quately the taxable status of part- 
nerships, laws and regulations gov- 
éerning the taxation of partnership 
incomes should be consistent anid 
without discrimination. Harsh pro- 
visions resulting in excessive taxa- 
tion would place an onereus burden 
on small partnerships throughout 
the country. 

Definition Is Needed. 
“Personal holding companies—It 
is recognized that considerabls tax 
avoidance is possible through the 
organization and manipulation of 
personal holding companies, and 
that a satisfactory method should 
be sought to prevent such practices. 
It is believed, however, that the 
method proposed by the suh-<om- 
mittee of the Ways and Means 
Committee for dealing with this 
matter would unjustly penalize in- 
nocent individuals and legitimate 
business enterprises failing within 
the proposed definition of a par- 
sonal holding company. It would 
appear possible to define personal 
holding companies in a manner that 
would avoid this difficulty. In ad- 
dition, it is believed that carefully 
drafted provisions applicable to 
transactions between the _ stock- 
holder and his personal holdiang 
company should effectively prevent 
any devices adopted to avoid tax 
liabilities. 

“Statutory time limit.—In the in- 
terest of both the taxpayer and the 
Government, taxes should be deter- 


mum of time; in view of the long 
experience in administering the in-

INCREASED BUSINESS ACTIVITY 
IN STEEL AND AUTOMOBILES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—In- 
creased business activity in two of 
the nation’s basic industries was 
reported today by the Federal Re- 
serve Board. The board, however, 


said commodity prices, as measured 
by the index of the Labor Depart- 
ment’s Statistical Bureau, declined 
from 71.7 in the first week of No- 
vember to 70.9 in the week ending 
Dec. 9. 

“Activity at steel mills, after de- 
clining from 44 per cent of capacity 
in the early part of October to 25 
per cent in the early part of No- 
vember, subsequently increased to 
a rate of 34 per cent in the third 
week of December,” the board said. 
“Output of automobiles, which was 
curtailed sharply in November in 
preparation for new models, also 
increased somewhat in the _ early 
part of December. 

“Consumption of cotton by do-/ 
mestic mills was in somewhat 
smaller volume in November than 
in the preceding month and activi- 
ty at woolen mill@ decreased. At 
shoe factories production showed a 
decline larger than usual at this 
season. The board's seasonally ad- 
justed index of factory ebployment 
fo: November was 72, as compared 
with 74 in October and 57 at the 
low point in March.”

“I figure myself quite a drum- 
mer,” said Pfeffer, whose diminu- 
tive figure is familiar at every re- 
union, “but I must say that Calla- 
han could twirl the sticks with the 
best of ‘em—even if he was in the 
Army of the Ohio.”

Henry J. Oldani, so-called “king 
of St. Louis bootleggers,” will be 
permitted to spend the Christmas 
holidays with his wife and two 


children but must go to the Leav- 
enworth penitentiary Wednesday to 
begin serving a two-year sentence 
for‘making a false income tax re- 
turn for 1929. 

Appearing before Federal Judge 
Faris yesterday at the expiration 
of a 60-day stay of execution, Old- 
ani asked for a parole, which the 
Court denied, and then for an ad- 
ditional stay to allow him to spend 
Christmas at his home, 4663 Tower 
Grove place. 

The second request also was de- 
nied until the Court was informed 
that the marshal would not take 
Oldani to Leavenworth unti] next 
Wednesday, anyway, and that he 
would have to spend the interven- 
ing time in the city jail, receiving 
no credit on his prison sentence.

of the capital and paraded with 
lanterns to the plaza in front of 
the imperial palac., where lay Em- 
press Nagak> and her first son, 
who, if he jives, is destined to be- 
come the 125th Mikado of the 
world’s oldest dynasty. 

The celebrati.ns that began at 
dawn when whistles heralded the 
birth of the heir to the throne, a 
robust child weighing /% pounds, 
reached a climax tonight when one 
shouting group after another sent 
up prayers of thanksgiving. Dis- 
patches described similar scenes in 
all cities the empire. 

The birth inaug rated a season 
of celebration scheduled to last 
through the first week of the new 
year. Beginning today police re- 
laxed restrictions on cafes and 
amusement places, usually :ifted 
only during the new year season. 

The baby is the first son o1 the 
five childrer. born to Emperor 
Hirohito and the Empress and, if 
he lives, will carry on a line “un- 
broken for ages. eterna!,” which 
Japanese believe already is 2600 
years old. The baby Prince has 
three sisters—a fourth died in i..- 
fancy—who could not succeed to 
the Takamikura, the August High 
Seat. 

There have been at least 10 fe- 
male Mikados, the last to reign 
being Empress Gosakuramachi 
Tenno, 1762 to 1770. Since then, 
however, it has been the law that 
only males can ascend the throne. 

Shortly after birth, the heir was 
given a sword by his 32-year-old 
father, symbolic of the life force 


of the new arrival and believed to 
be a charm against evil. 

The sword, a gift from the Em- 
peror, was taken to the nursery by 
Admiral] Kantaro Suzuki, imperial 
chamberlain. 

Almost as soon as the most 
skilled physicians of the Empire 
had finished the ministrations pre- 
scribed by modern science, and 
turned the baby over, to his nurses, 
came the ceremony of presenta- 
tion of the sword. This sword. 
which the future Emperor must 
keep in close possession through- 
out his life, is the master work of 
the master swordsmith of the Em- 
pire, Sadakatsu Gassan, who forged 
it prayerfully in his armory in 
Osaka, which was specially puri- 
fied by Shinto rites each morning 
before work on the blade was com- 
menced. 

It may be several years efore 
the son is installed formally as 
Crown Prince. The present sov- 
ereign was 15 when he was formal- 
ly proclaimed. 

A week hence a name will be 
given him. It will be chosen by the 
wise men after much consultation 
of legends and love. 

Among the many statesmen who 
extended congratulations was Unit- 
ed States Ambassador Joseph C. 
Grew.

“Hooverville” prepared to observe

sure are looking up. Last Christ- 
mas there wasn’t a man around 
here had any regular work. Today, 
there’s three men right in this 


“Take me, for instance. I'm a 
painter and carpenter. I've been 
working two days a week for the 
last month. That doesn’t sound like 
much but when it’s the first work 
@ man’s had in three years it means 
something.” . 

Stewart pointed out that his 
neighbors no longer are dependent 
for food on refuse cast up by the 
river, said that many a family 
thankful last Christmas to salvage 
spoiled vegetables will dine on meat 
this year. He told, too, of changes 
along the waterfront, how many of 
the original settlers have maved 
out, some transients taking their 
places. 

Not a Big, Happy Family. 

“We aren’t one big happy family 
or anything like that,” he observed, 
streaking the .oat’s bow with red, 
“but Christmas seems more like 
Christmas this year even if it is 
pretty much like any other day 
along the river.”

Immediately, they testified, 
they saw a car start up from in 
front of the Abeln store and speed 
toward them in second speed. One 
of the youths, Walter Rutledge, 19 
years old, 719 Hickory street, noted 
the license number, 345-461. 

As the speeding automobile ap- 
proached them, the witnesses testi- 
fied, they saw two men run across 
Broadway from the cigar store and 
disappear west in Osage street. 

The youths told how they went 
on to the Abeln store, breaking into 
a run to get there when they saw 
Abeln’s body lying on the sidewalk, 
about 25 feet east of the Broadway 
curb. One of the youths, Rudolph 
Messmer, 1710 South Eighth street, 
ran across the street to Alexian 
Brothers Hospital to summon help 
and call the police. A few minutes 
later they assisted in carrying 
Abeln’s body into the _ hospital, 
where physicians pronounced him 
dead.

Sergt. Martin Flanagan, promoted

$3000 in Pouch. 

The canvas pouch, in which 
Mrs. Abeln was carrying the re- 
ceipts of the stores, was opened 
Friday by the police. It contained 
$3029 in cash and $2887 in checks. 
It was found at her feet as she lay 
beside the automobile. The report 
of the autopsy physician showed 
she had been soht through the 
lungs and had bled to death. Abeln 
was shot in the heart, abdomen 
and both legs. 

An application of the R. J. Rey- 
nolds Tobacco Co. for a receiver 
for Abeln Bros. Cigar & Tobacco 
Co. was denied “without prejudice” 
by Federal Judge Davis.. In mak- 
ing the application the company 
not only did not attack the soly- 
ency of the Abeln firm but stated 
its conviction that the St. Louis 
company’s assets exceed its liabili- 
ties by $50,000. 

Ground for asking the receiver 
was the allegation that in the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Abeln the 
company lost its directing heads.

DEFERS SENTENCE 
UN |. F. CAMPBELL 
FOR TAX EVASION 


Federal Court, Following 


Conviction of. Account- 
ant, Allows Him His 
Freedom Over Christmas 


T. Francis Campbell, former head 
of a firm of public accountants, was 
found guilty of income tax evasion 
yesterday by a Federal Court jury. 

Sentence was deferred by Judge 
Faris until Tuesdc-, at the request 
of Campbell’s counsel, Campbell was 
permitted to remain at liberty over 
Christmas unde. his persent bond. 
The maximum sentence would be 
five years in the penitentiary and a 
$10,000 fine. 

The case, tried Friday, was given 
to a jury late that afternoon. The 
jurors deliberated onl: 20 minutes 
and were excused until 10 a. m. 
yesterday. Shortly before noon they 
reached their verdict. 

$24,000 Concealment Charged. 

Campbell was charged with con- 
cealing part of his 1927 income. For 
that year he reported gross income 
of $24,531, which, with deductions 
and exemptions, required him to 
pay a $75 tax. The Government 
charged he had concealed $24,900 
of income and that his tax should 
have been $2912. 

In his instructions to the jurors 
Judge Faris told them that if 
Campbell had made improper de- 
ductions and claimed undue ex- 
emptions wilfully they should find 
him guilty. He should be acquitted, 
the Judge said, if the jury found 
the deductions and exemptions 
claimed were inadvertent and not 
done for the purpose of evading 
taxation. 

Campbell, who specialized in in- 
come tax matters as an account- 
ant, testified his 1927 income tax 
return was prepared by his son, 
William, then 22 years old, but that 
he had gone over the data and con- 
sidered it an honest return. * 

He admitted he had made a mis- 
take in claiming exemption for five 
children because two of the five 
were over the age of 18, but said it 
was simply a mistake. He had not 
counted as income about $300 he 
received from rentals on real es- 
tate in 1927, he said, because this 
was moré than offset by expendi- 
tures he had made on the proper- 
ty the year i 

Evidence on Deposits. 

The Government presented evi- 
dence that Campbell had deposited 
$11,523 in the Fidelity Bank & 
Trust Co. during the first three 
months of 1927 and offered _ evi- 
dence by business men concerning 
the amounts they paid Campbell 
during the year. 

Campbell contended that some of 
the deposits and some of the pay- 
ments represented loans and were 
not subject to taxation as income. 
A candy manufacturer testified for 
him that a $200 check he gave 
Campbell was a loan. On cross- 
examination, however, the candy 
maker said he had treated the 
check as a payment for services in 
making his own tax return for that 
year, 

The indictment against Campbell 
was returned in September, .£30, 
but he was not arrested until June, 


‘1932, when Department of Justice 


agents found him in Chicago. He 
testified he had gone there not to 
avoid arrest, but because of domeés- 
tic difficulties. 

Campbell was indicted 16 months 
after he had been divorced by Mrs. 
Carolyn M. Campbell, 17 Southmoor 
Park, Clayton. At the divorce 
hearing she testified his income 
was between $50,00 and $75,000 a 
year.

NAZIS DENGUNCE 
FOUR ACQUITTALS 
IN REIGHSTAG FIRE 


Party Bulletin Condemns 
Supreme Court Verdict as 
Not the Prevailing Idea of 


Justice.

LEIPZIG, Germany, Dec. 23.—A 


Supreme Court verdict that Mari- 
ous van der Lubbe, young Dutcn 
brick mason, must die for firing 
the German Reichstag Building last 
February and that his four co-de- 
fendants be acquitted aroused im- 
mediate and violent opposition 
among Nazis tonight. 

“The verdict is a downrigot mis- 
take and is not at all consonant 
with the popular sense of justice,” 
said a National Socialist party pul 
letin in reference to the acquittal 
of three Bulgarians and Ernst 
Torgier, former Communist whip 
in the Reichstag. 

Van der Lubbe, sentenced to 
death, received the verdict with the 
same apathy that characterized his 
attitude throughout the three- 
month-long trial. 

The acquitted defendants were 
held in prison tonight and the fact 
that they were detained in Saxony 
after having been placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Reichstag was 
interpreted in some quarters as 
meaning that efforts of a foreign 
committee, which arrived in Leipzig 
seeking permission to accompany 
the Bulgarians to the border, had 
not been successful. 

The committee, alarmed by _ru- 
mors that an attempt was planned 
on the lives of the three Bulgarians, 
sought to obtain an armed guard 
for them and asked permission to 
travel on the same train to the 
frontier with the Bulgarians. 

The Bulgarians are Georgi Dim- 
itroff, Blagoi Popoff and Wassil 
Tanefef.

WASHING:ON, Dec. 23.—The 
City of St. Louis received only one- 
seventh of its proy rtionat. share 
of Public Jorkes funds allotted to 


date, figures made public today by 
Administretor Harolec Ickes dis- 
close. 

With a population of two-thirds 
of 1 per cent of the national total, 
according to the 1930 census, the 
“city has obtained less than one- 
tenth of i per cent of the non-Fed- 
eral allotments made by the Public 
Works Administration. 

St. Louis has cbtained only $634,- 
000 for four projects >ut of a total 
of $658,866,476 thus far allotted. On 
a population basis the city’s propor- 
tion is $4,144,055, or almost seven 
times the actual allotments. 

Missouri has obtained a total of 
$5,806,307 for 29 projects. This is 
less than 1 per cent of che non- 
Federal allotments made thus far, 
while the State he. 3 per cent of 
the nation’s population according 
to the 1930 census. 

The four allotments made to St. 
Louis all have been outright grants. 
They were: $104,000 for sewers, 
$119,000 for park improvements, 
$274,000 for hospital additions and 
$137,000 for a municipal auditor- 
ium. 

Three allotments have been made 
for projects in St. Louis County. 
Brentwood received a loan and 
grant of $60,700 for school buildings, 
while Clayton obtained a grant of 
$318,000 for a courthouse and an- 
other of $70,200 for hospital addi- 
tions.

Illinois, with less than twice the 
population of Missouri, has obtained 
$50,196,546 from the PWA or more 
than eight times the amount Mis- 
souri has received. To date 55 
projects in the State have obtained 
funds. Arka sas has received only 
$497,000 for nine projects.

Pope Assails German Program 

For Sterilization of the Unfit; 

Says Need of World Is Prayer 
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Tells Sacred College in His Annual Christmas 
Message That Men Talk Too Much 
and Uselessly. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
ROME, Dec. 23.—Pope Pius to- 


day assailed a German program for 
the sterilization of the unfit and 
exhorted those who seek the peace 
and welfare of the world “to pray 
land persist in their prayers.” 

In his accoun of the joys and 
sorrows of the past year, he de- 
scribed as “inconsistent” che pro- 
posal of the German Government 


to deny parenthood to thousands of 
persons suffering incurable ail- 
ments. 

He listed as one of the joys the 
success so far of the Holy Year 
and as one of the sorrows a world 
situation characterized by “con- 
flicts and contradictions” and 
bound up “with uncertainties and 
distrust by the clashing interests 
of fruitless negotiations.” 

Mankind until now, he asserted, 
“has talked too much and too use- 
lessly” and other courses, save 
prayer, derived from efforts at ne- 
gotiation and even generosity “seem 
to us to be really unfounded.” 

Speaks to Sacred College. 

The Pope, clad in white, gave his 
annual Christmas address to the 
richly-robed Ce®llege of Cardinals 
and the Roman prelates who gath- 
ered in the consistory hall to wish 
him “multos an nos’—many years 
of life. Before nis speech, Cardinal 
Pignatelli di Belmonte, dean of the 
College of Cardinals, felicitated 
Pope Pius on the completion of an- 
other year of work as head of the 
Roman Catholic Church and de- 
clared that the Holy Year has 
“been a magnificent success.” 

The text of the Pope’s Christmas 
message follows: 

“We hasten to --eartily recipro- 
cate to the sacred college and to 
the Roman prelates all of the 
wealth and the cordiality of the 
good wishes and the ifelicitations 
which have been presented to us. 
And then we recall with you, ven- 
erable brothers and most beloved 
sons, all of that beauty and nobility 
of things so nobly and affection- 
ately recollected and set forth. 
“And truly, we can only thenk 
from the bottom of our soul, to- 
gether with you, the God of truly 
greatest good, giver of all perfect 
good, for so many and many great 
graces and demonstrations of com- 
passion and generosity toward all 
of us and especially toward his 
poor vicar. : 

“In truth, this year has been a 
year of redemption most just, of 
redemption recalled and commem- 
orated after 19 centuries but all re- 
newed redemption, working anew 
in so many souls and over such a 
vast scale. 

“Truly, we have seen’ great and 
good things this holy year, not yet 
concluded. Inasmuch as there are 
three more months until the con- 
clusion, it makes us think that 
that which has happened must con- 
tinue. 

Greeting for New Pilgrims. 
“And now from this moment, with 
paternal affection, we greet these 
new pilgrims who have announced 
their coming and with them we en- 
joy the gladness that the devine 
goodness is preparing for us in 
continuation of those already con- 
ceded to us in the exultation of 
so many saints, flowering always 
more impressively on the ancient 
trunk of the church and who are 
the fruit, the splendid flower of 
the redemption, the most beautiful

Touches on Sterilization. 


“Tt is rather a filial consulta- 
tion to ask the Pope, the teacher, 
in the midst of so much tajking 
that is going on what Catholics 
should think of that which with an 
ancient word is called ‘steriliza- 
tion, a word which spells experi- 
ments already in use in faraway 
countries and for which there ex- 
isted in some sense a preparation 
but which now has been made the 
subject of legislative dispositions. 


“Objectionable as the subject is, 
we shall nevertheless speak of it 
to satisfy that expectation. 

“A decree on the subject emanat- 
ing from the holy office—that con- 
gregation of which the Pope is 
perfect and therefore not in a small 
way responsible—is_ still recent, 
dating back only to 1931. 

“In 1930 the encyclical Castico 
Canubii — that encyclical which, 
thanks to God and the men of good 
will, has been so well received 
everywhere and we hope also has 
been beneficial—was issued. 
“Therefore that which should and 
can be maintained in regard to 
sterilization has already been said 
with sufficient clarity and it seems 
to us that pastors and the faithful 
can find in those documents that 
which should be the objective of 
their thoughts, their words, and 
their teachings. 

Grave World Conditions. 
“There remains one other ex- 
pectation—that which refers to the 
so grave international and world 
conditions. 

“Beloved sons and _ venerable 
brothers, here before so much un- 
certainty and distrust and ‘such 
contrasts and fruitlessness of 
negotiations which recall that 
‘fruitless effort’ we can and should 
make ours the word—the historical 
fact is exact and close to us—of 
a great banker. He spoke, to be 
sure of financial matters and 
therefore of precise interest—it was 
his stronghold and he had been 
asked for his advice. 

““Advice?’ he replied. ‘I cannot 
give any advice.’ 

“‘Then what is your opinion, he 
was asked. ‘Opinion? I cannot 
have any opinion.’ 

“‘Then what is it you think?’ 
‘What do I think? I think nothing.’ 
“‘Then can you tell us anything?’ 
‘I can give you my impression—it 
is that nobody can know anything 
on the subject.’ 

“That is little, but it is very clear 
and it is all that we can say.” 

In Midst of Many Contrasts. 
“Leaving aside the precise sub- 
ject of financial questions which 
are moved by measured interests 
and perhaps incommensurable and 
looking the whole strange and new

“And the reply was again ‘money.’ 
To a third request ‘And what is the 
third thing?’ the answer was still 
the same ‘money’.” 

Urges Prayers. 

“Beloved brothers, we also have 
a word that we can repeat, not 
three times, but as many times as 
we may be asked, ‘What should be 
done by all those who have desires 
for the good, peace, general con- 
cord and general welfare of the 
whole Christian family, but who 
are in the same condition as we 
and are constrained to judge mat- 
ters by that which is done, or better 
said, by that which is not done?’ 
“Our word is this: They should, 
firstly, pray; secondly, pray; third- 
ly, continue to pray. 

“In short, it is that which the Di- 
vine Redeemer, the teacher even 
before the Redeemer, taught:

Private and Public 

Finance Kept in Step. 

What happened to the public finances of 
Cleveland is not only what happened to public 
finances elsewhere, it is also what happened to 
private finance in Cleveland. Indeed, the latter 
is largely to blame for the former. If private 
business and banking had not plunged into an

Municipal Luxuries 
Which Cost Millions. 


Yonder stands the public auditorium. Orig- 
inally it cost about $7,000,000—borrowed, of 
course, and was large enough to house the 
Republican National Convention which renom- 
inated Coolidge in 1924. A few years ago the 
eity fathers decided that it should be larger 
still, although it was then one of the most 
impressive sights east of the Grand Canyon. 
Accordingly, they borrowed $2,500,000 more 
and added a couple of extensions, each com- 
parable to the St. Louis Postoffice. 

Yet the rash optimism of Cleveland’s public 
officials—and its painful consequences — is 
beggared by that of its private promoters and 
bankers. That story is largely the tale of the 
brothers Van Sweringen—Oris and Mantis. 

Perhaps the. most responsible of all the 
factors’ which contributed to the present cli- 
max of Cleveland’s embarrassment was the 
borrowing of money to extend public improve- 
ments, such as paving, sewage and lighting, to 
the vast expanse of suburban subdivisions 
launched by the Van Sweringens or their 
imitators. The total srea of subdivided build- 
ing lots adjoining Cleveland exceeds the area 
of the city itself! They stretch away to the 
east, south and west, and assuredly would ex- 


It will be realized, of course, that delin- 
quencies in the operating fund represent but 
a fraction of the complete delinquent list. 
It simply indicates the present difficulty of 
maintaining routine operations by a city 
which is required by law to conduct these 
operations on a cash basis. That difficulty 
will be more fully understood when it is 
realized that more than $2,000,000 of city 
funds is tied up in closed banks, and. that 
more than $1,000,000 had been diverted 
from the general operating fund to meet in- 
terest paym@nts on special assessment bonds. 

The latter was done in violation of state 
law, but since the city itself owns nearly all 
its special assessment bonds, and the diver- 
sion in reality amounts to a canceling opera- 
tion—taking money out of one pocket and 
putting it in another—nobody has seemed 
to take it seriously in the past. In some 
states officials have gone to jail for it. 


So the main outline of what we find here 
is the familiar chronicle of the: boom and 
the depression as affecting municipal fi- 
nances. First, the years of a prosperity that 
seemed endless, bringing a rapid expansion 
in population and taxable wealth, leading to 
lavish and costly public improvements and 
monumental structures, all made possible by 
the city’s ability to borrow. Then the depres- 
sion, suddenly presenting the problem of 
maintaining old debt payments and assum- 
ing new, relief burdens, in the face of those 
ominous but inevitable twins of depression 
—<dwindling property values and mounting 
tax delinquencies. 

But before condemning the public officials 
who might have foreseen the culmination of

The Challenge of Repeal. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE situation suddenly thrust upon 

Americans by repeal was well sum- 
marized in the leading Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial of Dec. 10, thus: “It is one thing 
to demonstrate the failure of prohibition. 
It is quite another to erect in its place a 
just and sensible liquor control system.” 

Today a majority of those liberals who 
fought for an abstract principle of social 
justice in repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and its drastic enforcement acts 
must wonder if theirs was not, after all 
is said and done, a Pyrrhic victory. They 
must wonder whether the identical greed 
that motivated the prohibition-born de- 
bauchery of public officials, its stench of 
hypocrisy and stodgy bourgeois morality, 
may not also drag its slimy serpent pres- 
ence into the newly-achieved paradise of 
repeal. New York already has become 
a testing ground for orderly control, and 
the recent warning from Chairman Mul- 
rooney is pertinent: 

' There will be no excuse for liquor 
political alliances like those of bygone 
times, with their consequent corruption 
and disgraces. The regulations deny- 
ing ownership interest by brewers and 
distillers in wholesale and retail dis- 
tribution places by wholesalers are ex- 
pressly meant to prevent combines 
such as got a stranglehold on many 
communities and brought on national 
prohibition as a corrective. 

Chairman Mulrooney’s considered dic- 
tum—and it is one from a well-informed 
repeal advocate—while far removed from 
the fanatic pronunciations of such pro- 
hibition crusaders as Scott McBride, 
Deets Pickett, Brother Shupp and their 
dry squadristas, yet looks toward a simi- 
larly-intended goal of law observance. 

The repeal camp must at this moment 
acknowledge that there were powerful, 
sincere, if frequently misguided (as to 
method) personalities in the dry leader- 
ship, whose voices (some, like Wayne 
Wheeler's, coming from the oberland) 
should not be ignored. They serve to 
remind us that the present hour of vic- 
tory becomes also a time of prayerful 
consecration. j 

While it may not be possible, as the 
Post-Dispatch editorial indicates, that a 
system of liquor control that suits New 
York State would be equally adapted to, 
say, Missouri, yet certain fundamental 
principles underlying the regulatory prob- 
lem, and brought out in the Mulrooney 
interview above quoted, will prevail in 
the shaping of control systems in both 
states and transcend less important local 
divergences. 

Perhaps in losing its own life, pro- 
hibition will find, in both national control 
of distillers and imports and state regu- 
lation of the traffic, a greater field of 
usefulness for whatever remains of its 
suppressed genius for temperance, purged 
of the snooper and the “five-and-10” 
law. Certainly, a large contingent of the 
liberal repealists will join with sane, con- 
structive drys in opposing the enthrone- 
ment of a sordid commercialism that, 
with its slimy, profiteering touch, seeks 
to corrupt the golden Hesperidean apples 
of the New Freedom into dead sea fruit. 
Above the raucous strains of the “drink- 
ing song” that ring out from the trium- 
phant repeal camp where the wets have 
bivouacked their arms come solemn, dis- 
tant strains from the opposition camp. 
Through the majestic measures of the 
Battle Hymn of the Republic is heard the 
assurance that 
In this hour God js sifting out the hearts 

Of men before His judgment seat. 

And upon our answer to that solemn 
challenge may hang the future welfare 
of our nation.

be the State of Missouri to become en- 

tangled in an outdated legalistic point 
when the future welfare of its citizens is 

involved? Are cultural lags of more im- 

portance than human lives? A commit- 
tee of the State Senate seemingly has so 
decreed. 

The argument of State’s rights so flu- 
ently given by the antagonists of the 
child labor amendment is a legalistic cul- 
tural lag.

We live in 1933. The rules and regula- 
tions which sufficed for the simple life 
of 1800 will not necessarily suffice in 
1933. Industrial and business life today 
is interstate and interregional. We must 
therefore have a law which deals with 
the situation according to its own de- 
mands and not according to the demands 
of an outdated Venerable, 1800.

The Fifth 


Tomorrow is the fifth Christmas of the great de 
pression, the darkest period in the history of the 
United States since the Civil War. That fierce and 
prolonged conflict at last came to an end at Ap 
pomattox. When will the depression reach its Ap- 
pomattox, yielding to humanity that sword it bas 
wielded so- cruelly since 1929? It is futile to en- 
gage in soothsaying or in false optimism. Since 
leaders of thought are unable even to agree on the 
calises of the depression, no one can say when it 
will end. / 

Nevertheless, it were to deny al] human experi- 
ence to say that it will not end. That little joker, 
Man, as Carl Sandburg called him, hes a way of 
rising above obstacles. His progress from the cave 
to civilization has been an inspiring chronicle of 
conquest over forces that strove to impede him. And 
in the United States, only 150 years ago a straggling 
group of colonies along the Atlantic seaboard, man 
has shown a peculiar gemius to exce] and to suc- 
ceed and to win his way. 

Thus it is that, after dallying with the depression 
from 1929 until the spring of 1933, the United States 
has taken arms against it, In the words of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, the country was dying by inches 
last March. It did not die, nor is it going to die. 
Only by Gargantuan folly could the richest country 
in the world, blessed by nature. beyond any other, 
literally bursting with the rea] wealth of fields and 
forests and mines, be brought to such a pass. We 
had only to repair that folly, and that is what we 
have been doing since March 4. 

The sum of our folly was to make it impossible 
for 13,000,000 persons, most of them able-bodied and 
self-respecting, eager to earn their own living, to 
find jobs. Last March, that number were walking 
the streets or sitting at home or standing in soup 
lines in despairing idleness. Their plight caused the 
philosophers to add another item to the list of man’s 
inalienable rights, namely, his right to engage in 
useful labor at a decent wage. 

In the kaleidoscope of events since last March can 
be ‘discerned one constant motif—the Government's 
effort to create jobs. How and to what extent it has 
succeeded can be read in the statistics and, if it is 
possible for statistics to be warm, these are. March 
saw the depression at its peak, with 13,689,000 un- 
employed. By October, after a certain Blue Eagle 
spread its wings over the land, the figure had been 


® 
Christmas 
reduced to 10,076,000. Thus, in eight months, more 
than 8,500,000 persons went back to work. 

Most of these jobs were created by private busi- 
ness which, as the Government early foresaw, could 
not possibly shoulder the whole burden of lifting 
the country out of its depths. To aid business, an 
immense program of public works was instituted, 
to represent an expenditure of $3,300,000,000 by the 
Federal Government and an unknown but very con- 
siderable expenditure on the parts of states, counties 
and cities. Such a program is necessarily difficult 
to put into operation quickly. = 3 

In November, President Roosevelt, in one of his 
boldest strokes, announced that 4,000,000 men were 
to be put to work at once. Slashing red tape to 
ribbons, the thing was done. In St. Louis, upwards 
of 25,000 men have earned the money for their 
Christmas dinners tomorrow by useful labor; for 
many of them, it represents the first money they 
have been able to earn in years. Words are poor 
things to express how much human misery has been 
allayed by the civil works program. 

So today, of the 13,689,000 unemployed last March, 
some 7,500,000 have been put back to work and on 
every hand are signs that this drift back to normal 
is proceeding with greater and. greater momentum. 
It is true thosé engaged in civil works are but tem- 
porarily employed. It is also true that, by next 
spring, the vast public works expenditures will begin 
to be felt. It is also true that the lift the civil 
works program has given us, both psychologically 
and economically, is of immense importance in the 
drive toward recovery. 

We have learned since March that the depression 
is neither an immovable body nor an irresistible 
force. It is vulnerable to attack. It can be whipped. 
Man has survived wars, famine and pestilence; he 
will not succumb to economic forces. In the superb 
lines of Henley, he may sing: 


Out of the night that covers me, 
Black as the pit from pole to pole, 
I thank whatever gods'may be 
For my unconquerable soul. 


It matters not how strait the gate, 
‘ How charged with punishments the scroll, 
I am the master of my fate,

on this, not the merriest nor yet the bleakest of 


Christmases. . 


If Col. Lindbergh accepts the proposed appoint- 
ment as one of the arbiters in the deadlock over the 
claims advanced for the Wright and Langley pioneer 
planes, he will be entering a dispute that has raged 
for eight years. It is to be hoped that the Wright 
brothers’ claims will at length be officially recog- 
nized and that their original plane will be returned 
from the British National Museum, where it has been 
since 1928, to be displayed in this country, where, of 
course, it rightfully belongs. | 

The dispute arose over the label attached by the 
Smithsonian Institution to the plane built by the late 
Prof. 8. P. Langley in 1903. The label read: “This 
was the first heavier-than-air craft in the history 
of the world capable of sustained free flight under 
its own power, carrying a man.” As a matter of 
fact, Langley never succeeded in getting his plane 
to fly, and was hauled out of the Potomac after a 
futile attempt only a few weeks before the Wright 
plane’s memorable flight at Kitty Hawk. The Lang- 
ley craft, long after the Wright brothers had founded 
the science of aviation, did fly in 1914, but only after 
extensive changes that, it is contended.by aeronaut-

‘ical engineers, entirely changed the plane. Thus, 
Langley’s original plane not only never flew, but, in 
the judgment of most experts, was not even capable 
of flight. 

Orville Wright refused to give the Kitty Hawk 
plane to the museum until the Langley label was 
changed, pointing out that it would be absurd to 
have two “first” planes on display. The label has 
been amended, but never to the satisfaction of 
Wright, who demanded full recognition of himself 
and brother as the pioneer airmen, and retraction of 
the misleading statements by the Smithsonian In- 


was formerly its secretary. The Smithsonian Insti- 
tution has previously refused Wright’s proposals for 
arbitration by a committee of experts, and its recent 
overtures indicate that it now may, be willing to 
right the wrong it has done the world’s pioneer avi- 
ators. 

It is ridiculous that an American relic of highest 
scientific and historic importance should be housed 
in a British museum. Americans will hope that it 
can soon be brought home. 


Announcement by the Senate’s special committee 
on wild life resources that $1,000,000 will be imme- 
diately diverted from the Public Works Fund for 
game sanctuaries under direction of the CWA, is 
the most heartening pronouncement of a game con- 
servation policy that has come out of Washington. 

It has been apparent for years that only by the 
formulation of a constructive conservation policy can 
the game of America be increased. Many efforts 
have been made to launch the Federal Government 
upon such a policy, but the consequences have not 
always been encouraging. The one single outstand- 
ing triumph was the Migratory Bird Treaty Act, 
under which spring shooting of waterfowl was pro- 
hibited. It was not enough to limit the season for 
field sports. The nation had also to organize the 
breeding of game by setting aside parts of the na- 
tional domain for this purpose. 

Some of the early efforts upon the part of individ- 
uals and organizations to institute such a policy have 
been noteworthy. Thus, Mrs. Russell Sage and others 
have purchased and given to the Government consid- 
erable winter refuges, usually more sentimental than 
useful. That is, they did not meet head-on the prob- 
lem of how to breed more birds. Even so, Congress 
has never come to the aid of this forward-looking 
movement upon a sufficient scope. The first real 
aid given the movement was that in the Norbeck- 
Anderson Act, pledging $10,000,000 over a term of 
years for sanctuaries. When the depression came, 
the allocation of money to this fund ceased. 

Meanwhile, migratory game particularly was di- 
minishing. It was beset by drouth over a consid- 
erable part of the breeding country in the North; 
by the fever of drainage which swept the country and 
destroyed thousands of shallow water areas, in which 
waterfowl had nested and rested. The Government 
undertook to offset the decline by shortening hunt- 
ing seasons and reducing bag limits. The ferment

which resulted from the condition and attempts to 
meet it resulted in such drastic proposals as that the 
feeding of game be stopped on hunting areas, that 
the number of decoys be limited, etc. 

The way out is to increase those facilities of nature 
which produce game. All the better informed stu- 
dents of the subject have realized this, and it is this 
realization which has at last resulted in a special 
Senate committee on the subject and President Roose- 
velt’s agreement that the nation must adopt a sound 
conservation policy. Hence, the immediate allocation 
of $1,000,000 to a purpose which also gives employ- 
ment. The supply of migratory game cannot be 
maintained by persecuting the sport of hunting. It 
can be maintained by restoring those conditions of 
nature under which game formerly multiplied. — 

An excellent corollary to the action just taken is 
the proposed Federal hunting license plan now before 
Congress. It would swell the conservation fund by 
collecting $1 annually from every hunter of migra- 
tory game. It is a just proposal, since the man en- 
joying the sport would contribute to its perpetuation. 

A sound conservation policy should have the effect 
of stopping the unwarranted crusade against feeding 
migratory game upon hunting grounds. Except for 
the feeding upon hunting grounds, there would 
be neither sufficient food for the game in the inter- 
mediate country nor much chance over most of the 
United States to hunt ducks and geese. That is, 
with the marshes and feeding grounds gone, and 
with the disappearance of all those conditions which 
formerly induced the birds to migrate by easy stages, 
they would fly from the breeding grounds in the 
North direct to the winter grounds in the South. 

The United States can join with Canada in a policy 
which will increase the quantity of game. That is 


the great objective, and‘it is heartening to see our} 


own Government move at last in the way it should 


have moved years ago. 


The celebrated Chautauqua Institution has gone 
into receivership, and thus is emphasized the decline 
of a movement that once covered the country. The 
chautauqua tent was formerly a familiar sight in 
American small towns, signifying as it did a mid- 
summer week of varied inspiration and entertain- 
ment, to which every citizen of any consequence was 
expected to buy a season ticket. It aj] began in 1874, 
when the parent institution was founded at Chautau- 
qua, N. Y., as a summer schoo! for Sunday school 
teachers. That project attained great success, with a 
large group of permanent classrooms, auditoriums 
and hotels, a season lasting as long as 60 days and 
attendance at one time reaching 150,000. The trav- 
eling chautauqua was an outgrowth, which reached 
its zenith in 1621, when 1200 communities were 
served and attendance attained a total of 5,000,000. 
The chautauquas at first attracted headline names,

grammed with Swiss bell-ringers and magicians even 
when Secretary of State. Talent declined in quality 
in later years, and “inspirational” speakers supplant- 
ed the public men who had been featured. The mo 
tor car, radio and motion picture made great inroads 
upon the chautauqna’s powers of attraction, and de-| 
pression dealt the final blow, as in the case of the 
New York project. Between 1921 and 1930; it is esti-

Whether or not the New York institution enjoys « 
revival, it hak’ made two important contributions to 
the contemporary scene. It is credited with inspir- 
ing the summer school, now held by nearly all the

The year probably will show a 
cash deficit of about $3,500,000. 
There remains an accumulation of 
deficits from other years—$425,000

Stead- 
ily the number of delinquents 
among property owners with special 
assessments has increased, and sev- 
eral millions has been taken out of 
the general sinking fund to retire 
special] assessment bonds when they 
fell due.

Officials contend with some force 
that eventually most of the delin- 
quent taxes will be paid, because 
they constitute a first lien on the 
properties. To condemn them now 
would be cruel and futile, because 
some of them wouldn’t bring enough 
to pay the taxes. Moreover, under 
an antiquated law, assessments 
against real estate may be delin- 
quent four years before condemna- 
tion can proceed, and most of the 
delinquencies have been within that 
period. 

When business and employment 
revives, it is argued, this money will 
start coming in, and the city will 
again be on easy street. If and 
when that happens, will the city be 
prudent enough to limit its expendi- 
tures to money in hand, instead of 
living on the future?

The city owns and 
operates an electric power plant, 
which supplies current for lighting 
streets and public buildings. This 
plant has managed to maintain 
wages and employment, and to pay 
its own way, although, under the 
system of bookkeeping employed, 
the city owes it about $1,000,000 for 
power. That is one debt about 
which the city is not worrying. It 
owes it to itself.

ONLY ONE MAJOR EXPLOSION 
IN AMERICAN MINES IN 1933 


First Eight Months of Year Said 

to Be Safest Period in 50 
Years. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 23.—Scott 
Turner, director of the Bureau of 
Mines, announced today that for 
the first eight months of this year 
the mines of the country have had 
the longest period of freedom from 
major explosions enjoyed in the 
last 50 years. . 

On Sept. 11, seven persons were 
killed and one injured in an explo 
sion in a bituminous mine in Penn- 
sylvania. This was the first major 
explosion in any mine, either coal 
or metal, in the United States since 
Dec. 23, 1932, 

Explosions in American mines 
took 956 lives in 1907, 375 in 1908, 
295 in 1909 and 497 in 1910, orga 
total of 2123 for the four years, an 
average of 582 per year. During 
the last four years, 714 persons, an 
average of 178 a year, have been 
killed in mine explosions.

HOW PEOPLE SPEND 
THEIR LEISURE TIME 


Community Council * Shows 
Lack of Resourcefulness on 
Part of Many. 


Most people, the Community 
Council. thought, did not know 
what to do with their spare time, 
or at least did not know how to 
use it to best advantage. To prove 
it, the Counci] asked 54 men and 
32 women to tell how aften they 
did certain things, and the results, 
in the words of Irving Weissman, 
research director for the Council, 
revealed an “extremely narrow 
range of activities to which the av- 
erage person turns in his spare 
hours.” 

The men who responded to the 
questionnaire included a mechanic, 
clerk, physician, accountant, artist, 
electrician, chemist and manufac- 
turer. The women included a ste- 
nographer, waitress, social] worker 
and housewife. 

Most of the men and most of the 
women said they “regularly” devot- 
ed part of their spare time to read- 
ing newspapers. A majority of both 
sexes “never” attended wrestling 
shows, races, acted in amateur 
plays, went to evening school, 
painted or wrote poetry. 

How Women Spend Time. 

Cooking and sewing retain their 
hold on women and were the only 
activities, besides newspaper read- 
ing, in Which most of them engaged 
“regularly.” A majority of the 
women, however, “sometimes” 
listen to classical music, but fewer 
men had that interest, even on a 
“sometimes” basis. 

Those who responded to the ques- 
tionnaire were asked to indicate 
the extent of their participation in 
32 spare time activities by checking 
the words “regularly,” “often,” 
“sometimes,” “seldom” or “never.” 

Adding together the answers of 
“regularly,” “often” and sometimes” 
to indicate a moderate degree of in- 
terest or better, Weismanfi found all 
of the men read newspapers; 50 
listened to the radio; 42 went on 
automobile rides; 40 studied at 
home; 39 went to church; 39 read 
magazines; 36 wrote letters; 35 lis- 
tened to classical music; 34 read 
serious books; 30 went to the mov- 
ies; 28 played with their children; 
28 went to libraries; 28 visited the 
Zoo; 28 did home carpentry; 27 
went to parties; 26 to baseball 
games; 26 to dances; 25 to club 
meetings, ahd 25 to the theater. 

Lesser numbers of men sang for 
recreation or went to concerts, did 
charity work, read novels, painted 
or drew pictures. Seven said they 
were interested in cooking and sew- 
ing. ? 
Many Listen to Radio. 

Of the 32 women, 30 were ciassed 
as having at least a moderate inter- 
est in cooking and sewing. An equal 
number listened to the radio and 29 
read newspapers. Twenty-four 
wrote letters; 24 went to church; 22 
read magazines; 22 went for auto- 
mobile rides; 20 went to libraries; 
20 to movies; 18 to dances; 18 to 
club meetings; 18 sang; 18 went to 
parties; 17 read novels; 14 read se- 
rious books; 13 studied at home; 
13 played with their children; 13 
went to the Zoo; 11 to concerts; 11 
to the theater and 10 to community 
centers. 

Significant differences were 
found in the spare-time habits of 
men and women. The largest group 
of men, although less than a ma- 
jority, went to baseball games 
“sometimes” and the largest group 
of women “never” went. Men were 
more apt to study at home than 
women, women more apt to sing 
than men. Mothers tended to play 
with their children “regularly” and 
fathers “sometimes.” 

“The study reveals,” Weissman 
said, “a lack of resourcefulness in 
turning to activities which cost 
little or nothing, but which are 
especially important in these days 
of low incomes and abundant idie 
time, 

“As wil! be stressed in the com- 
ing United Relief Campaign, rec- 
reational agencies which stimulate 
this resourcefulness are almost, if 
not quite, as important as those 
which give us our bread.”

altar in this old edifice of stone 
and wooden rafters and at the same 
time a curtain will be drawn away 
to disclose the effigy of the Holy 
Infant.

Shortly afterward, the patriarch, 
followed by his clergy and notables, 
will participate in a procession with 
the Holy Babe to the Grotto where, 
in the spot of the manger marked 
by a star, the effigy will be rever- 
ently laid.

ADMIRAL KING REPORTS 
SHORTAGE OF NAVY FLYERS 


At Present Rate It Can’t Be Made 
Up Till 1945, He Notifies 
Secre . 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Reduc- 


tion of the Navy’s aviation activi- 
ties necessitated by placing’ air- 
craft on new ships was said to 


night by Rear Admiral Ernest J. 
King, chief of the Naval Bureau 
of Aeronautics, to have created “a 
serious situation.” 

In his annual report to Secretary 
Swanson, the Admiral disclosed 
that the addition of 15 new heavy 
cruisers, the aircraft carrier Rang- 
er, and the airship Macon would 
call for a total of 212 planes from 
the Navy’s 1000 plane program. 

“This has forced the Navy to re- 
duce activities authorized under the 
1000 plane program by 212. air- 
planes,” King said. “I consider it 
essential that early legislation be 
enacted to provide for an increase 
in the 1000 plane program in order 
to give the Navy airplanes neces- 
sary for national defense.” 

The Admiral noted that as of last 
July 1, the force was short 183 
heavier-than-air aviators, and that 
this deficiency could not be made 
up until 1945, if the present rate of 
commissioning flyers were fol- 
lowed. . 

Among the recommendations was 
one for an increase of the civilian 
personnel “to permit the bureau to 
keep abreast of aeronautic prog- 
ress”; authorization of funds for 
development of a fleet patro] plane 
of long cruising radius; replace- 
ment of the airship Akron which 
crashed with heavy loss of life off 
the New Jersey coast in April; 
construction of a smaller airship 
for training purposes; re-commis- 
sioning the airship Los Angeles 
now at the Lakehurst, N. J., naval 
air station, and provision providing 
for further aircraft tender facili- 
ties.

Little Entente, nor France can hear 
of such a thing. P 
We agree with Lord Cecil in de 
nouncing this oligarchic project, 
this attempt to return to the sys- 
tem of the holy alliance. The Lon- 
don Times presents arguments with 
which we are unable to agree when 
it declares it is ridiculous that af- 
fairs which do not concern the 
League should be settled in Geneva, 
But it is exactly in this that con- 
sists the interest and novelty of the 
League. To countries in conflict it 
offers an arbiter. If the League is 
to be reformed, it seems to us it 
should be democratized, not re- 
council. of Great 


If, as the London Times suggests, 
the League is to become only @ 
meeting place for nations in. dis 
pute, then it will becomie little bet- 
ter than an international duelling 
ground. 

It is possible Germany will con- 
dition its return to Geneva upon re- 
form of the League. It is possible 
Italy has been informed of this 
during Foreign Under-Secretary 
Suvitch’s visit to Berlin recently. 

As for the United States, I ob 

serve that the Fascist. proposition 
is being discussed at the very mo- 
ment when Secretary of State Hull, 
at Montevideo, is studying the pos- 
sibility of joining up the Pan- 
American Union, the International 
Labor Bureau, and the League of 
Nations.

That 
would be to revive the holy alliance, 
Who has forgotten that the Mon- 
roe Doctrine in 1823 was born of 
the legitimate dislike of Ameri- 
cans for so reactionary a concep- 
tion? 

Resuming and concluding, we de 
not say that the pact of the 
League of Nations should not be 
amended, that it should not be 
made more independent of the 
peace treaties. But we do not want 
this done according to the Fascist 
and Hitlerian plan. 

No Hierarchy Wanted. 

We wish it democratized. We de 
not want a hierarchy set up among 
peoples. In its present form, it 
reconciles the principle of equal- 
ity among nations, a principle es- 
sentially French, with the actual 
situation in which the Great Pow- 
ers exist, but they must express 
themselves through the medium of 
the Council of the League. 

We cannot believe that the 
United States will subscribe to a 
conception with which all their 
doctrines are in conflict. We hope 
also that Great Britain will bring 
its traditiona] liberalism into play 
against this attempt to establish in- 
ternational Fascism. 

If you ask us French: Will you 
permit the League of Nations te 
be changed in a sense more favor- 
able to’ domination by the Great 
Powers, there is no doubt of our 
reply.

SEATTLE, Dec. 23.—Colder tem- 
peratures came today to stem the 
floods which have caused 13 deaths 
and made thousands homeless. 


General relief from heavy floods 
| was felt in Washington, Oregon and 


British Columbia, although traffic 
by rail and motor was still almost 
paralyzed in Western Washington. 

Fifteen cities and towns were 
inundated in whole or in part, 
scores more were isolated except 
to airplanes and some rivers kept 
on rising, adding to flood damage 
already of tremendous extent. 

All rail traffic into Puget Sound, 
except from Vancouver, B. C., and 
Grays Harbor, was blocked by 
slides and washouts, and railroads 
said they did not expect to oper- 
ate much between Eastern and 
Western Washington for two days.

pect in every loan made by the 
Government agency.

persueded the holder of a mort- 
gage on her tiny home to accept in 
exchange the 4 per cent bonds of 
the corporation. 

The Nick of Time. 

A home in Wellsville, up in Mont- 
gomery County, was to go on the 
block at 2 p. m. a week ago yes- 
terday. An agent in the State office 
stopped the sale by telephone at 
noon. 

A St. Louisan was negotiating to 
have a $4200 mortgage on his home, 
in the 5200 block of Finkman ave- 
nue, taken over by the corporation. 
Last week the mortgage-holder, aft- 
er signing the agreement, said he’s 
changed his mind and refused to 
send it in. The home-owner called 
at the Buder building office last 
week, haggard and talking of sui- 
cide. Last Friday he was in again, 
declaring it “the happiest Christ- 
mas of my life.” WVandover’s staff 
had persuaded the mortgage-holder 
to change his mind a second time. 

A week ago a member of the 
staff received, from a Kirkwood 
mother, the following letter: 

“On behalf of my husband, three 
children and myself, we wish to 
thank you and all your members 
for the loan of 1000 and 30 dollars 
and the courtesy you gentlemen 
extended, and quick action, which 
saved our home. May God bless 
you, our President and our peo- 
ple.” 

Story in Each Loan. 

“Every loan we approve has a 
story back of it juste like that,” 
commented Vandover yesterday. 
“And just as many come in here 
and try to get a loan with no rea- 
son for it. Some of them owe 
nothing but this year’s taxes. 
They’re trying to profit on the low 
interest rate of the corporation, I 
suppose. 

He added that such applicants 
received the information that the 
law did not apply to them with in- 
credulity and vehemence. The pro- 
vision, designed strictly for emer- 
gency relief, permits re-financing 
mortgages in danger of foreclosure 
and covering taxes with cash ad- 
vances to forestall tax sale. Loans 
are limited to $14,000 on any one 
home, the average has been $3500. 

While Vandover spoke he signed 
documents on completed transac- 
tions, now averaging 50 a day. In 
the first six weeks after the office 
was established last summer, it 
completed only nine loans, but 
Vandover expects soon to be -han- 
dling 150 a day. About 50 persons 
are employed in the office. 

Delays have been a_ source of 
complaint, but Vandover comment- 
ed that most of them occurred out- 
side the office, in transactions be- 
tween the home-owner and mort- 
gage-holder or agent, many of 
which must be conducted by mail. 
Barring such hitches, a loan should 
go through in a few days, he said. 
In practice it took about a month. 

Mortgage-holders, at first reluc- 


tant to enter a deal involving ex- 
change of high mortgage interest 
for the low corporation rate, had 
begun to find the exchange a ready 
method of liquidating one major 
form of frozen assets, he said. Par- 
ticular attention is paid to home 
mortgages included in the frozen 
assets of closed banks, with the aim 
of getting cash into the hands of 
depositors as early as possible. 
There is a market for the bonds, 
but little, if any, for mortgages. 
The hitch, in the view of some in- 
vestors, is in giving up the secur- 
ity—whatever it’s worth—of the 
mortgages in exchange for bonds 
on which the Government does not 
guarantee the principal, although it 


‘does guarantee the interest. 
Vandover, State manager, who had 


More than half the mortgage- 
holders now consent to the ex- 
change, Vandover said. Where they 
refuse and the encumbrances do 
not exceed 40 per cent of appraised 
value, the corporation may make 
cash loans. Although only $50,000 
in mortgages had been taken over 
Nov. 1, 732 loans of the various 
sorts now have been made to Mis- 
souri home-owners for a total of 
$2,173,396.

Matron of New Jersey Home Per- 
haps Ignorant, But Not Bru- 
tal, Investigator Says.

SUMMIT, N. J., Dec. 23.—Mrs. 
Gladys M. Kraueter, charged with 
harsh discipline of blind children 
in her care as superintendent of the 
Arthur Sunshine Home for Blind 
Babies, resigned today. The resig- 
nation was announced after a board 
of inquiry at the home had ab- 


solved her of the charges of mis- 
treating the children. 

Commissioner William J. Ellis 
said that while he thought there 
were indications of “ignorance” in 
disciplining the children, there was 
no proof of brutality or inhuman 
treatment. Mrs. Kraueter admitted 
that “cold showers” were given the 
blind children as a_ disciplinary 
measure. 

Frank Hobler, “general utility 
man” at the home, who testified for 
Mrs. Kraueter, admitted that on 
one occasion he had placed the dull 
side of a knife against the throat 
of a child who had committed some 
minor offense. 

Mrs. Kraueter issued the follow- 
ing statement on resigning: 

“No one regrets more than I do 
the unfortunate publicity that has 
been given to the Arthur Sunshine 
Home. I am thankful to Commis- 
sioner Ellis and the members of 
the board for the fair and impar- 
tial hearing that was accorded me. 
I appreciate the expressions of 
Commissioner Ellis and the board 
finding I am not guilty of any bru- 
tal or inhuman treatment of the 
children. I have given the home 
the best of my ability. I love 
the children and they love me. 
Therefore, in order to enable the 
board to have a free hand in any 
methods they care to adopt, I sub- 
mit my resignation.”

Wallace Sets It for Dec. 28, in Hope 
of Ending Marketing Holidays 
Decreed by Governors.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The 
Farm Administration today moved 
toward opening warehouses in 
states in which Governors had de- 
clared tobacco marketing holidays 
because of current low prices. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
announced that a public hearing on 
a code of fair competition for the 
auction and loose leaf tobacco in- 
dustry would be conducted in Wash- 
ington Dec. 8. 

He declares that because the auc- 
tion markets for tobacco are closed 
at present, an emergency exists. 

The code would apply to tobacco 
marketing warehouses in North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgi , 
Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia, West Virginia and 
Maryland. 

The code, submitted by the Na- 
tional Association of Auction and 
Loose Leaf Tobacco Warehouse As- 
sociations, includes wage and labor 
provisions and stipulates what brok- 
erage and other fees may be 
charged in handling tobacco. 

It would establish also a super- 
visory board of 11 members, 10 of 
whom would be chosen by the in- 
dustry on a regional basis, the

KILLING OF WOMAN, 78 


Ex-Inmate of City Sanitarium 
Held for Beating Wife’s 
Aunt to Death. 


A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned yesterday against 
Frederick H. Herzog, former City 
Sanitarium patient, who on Friday 
night beat to death his wife’s aunt, 
Mrs. Martha J. Wells, because she 
interfered with his effort to kill 


himeelf. 
Unsuccessful in continued at- 


tempts to end his life, Herzog, 55- 
year-old retired druggist, surren- 
dered to police when his wife, Mrs. 
Leila Herzog, returned from her 
work as.a domestic to discnver 
what he had done. 

After the inquest, Herzog, who 
had volunteered to tell the Cor- 
oner’s jury all about it, but had 
been prevented because he had no 
counsel, was taken back to City 
Hospital for observation. 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he locked himself in the kitch- 
en of his home, 4534 Pope avenue, 
Friday afternoon, and turned on 
the gas. Mrs. Wells, who was 78 
years old, smelled gas and pound- 
ed on the kitchen door until] he ad- 
mitted her. Thereupon, he said, she 
threatened to call a policeman, al- 
though he asked her to call a doc- 
tor instead, because he wus “2 very 
sick man.” This angered him so he 
shattered her skull, fractured most 
of the fingers of both her hands 
and stabbed her in the throat with 
a butcher knife. 

Thereupon, he said, he laid down 
beside Mrs. Wells and waited for 
the gas to kill him. He looked for 
a rope and couldn’t find one, the 
gas did not seem to affect him, so 
finally he turned off the stove and 
went to bed in disgust, to await the 
return of his wife, who called the 
police. 

Mrs. Wells, he explained, had 
nagged him and it irritated him. 


PAVING OF U. S. HIGHWAY 61 
VIRTUALLY FINISHED IN STATE 


New 20-Mile Stretch Wompleted; 
Last 7 Miles to Be Improved 
Next Year. 

Paving of the last section of 
United States Highway No. 61 in 
Missouri, except for one_ short 
stretch, war completed last week. 
The new section, 20 miles long, is 
between Canton and Wayland, at 
the northeastern corner of the 
State. Next year the State plans 
to pave the remaining seven miles, 
now graveled, between Wayland 

and Alexandria. 

No. 61 is the longest road in Mis- 
souri, extending along the Missis- 
sippi from the Arkansas line in 
the Southeastern Missouri “boot” to 
Keokuk, Ia. It runs through St. 
Louis County over St. Charles, 
Lindbergh and Lemay Ferry roads, 
and extends in the nation from the 
Canadian border north of Duluth, 
Minn., to New Orleans. In the 
northern half of Missouri No. 61 
was designed for fast travel, avoid- 
ing towns. It is to be widened next 
year to Crystal City from St. Louis 
County. 


$800,000 DEPOSIT INSURANCE 


Bowery Savings Bank Sends Larg- 
est Check, Thus Far: 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—A 
check for more than $800,000, re- 
ceived today from the Bowery Sav- 
ings Bank in New York City, was 
the largest obtained thus far by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration. This payment, sent by 
Henry Bruere, president of the 
bank and adviser of President 
Roosevelt, represented the legal 
assessment for the bank’s member- 
ship in the insurance fund which 
becomes effectiv€é Jan. 1 on de- 
posits of not more than $2500. 
Each bank admitted to member- 
ship in the fund is assessed one- 
half of one per cent of its insur- 
able deposits. One-half of this 
is payable immediately, the other 
half is subject to call.

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TO INCREASE PRICE PROPOSED 


Farm Administration Considering 


Effort to Balance Price With 
That of Corn. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 23.—Pur- 
chase by the Federal Government 
of surplus pork, now in storage, for 
distribution to the needy is under 
consideration by the Farm Admin- 
istration in an effort to raise pork 
prices. 

Officials think the balance of 
prices between pork and corn {as 
been thrown out of alignment ty 
the establishment of corn loans at 
45 cents a bushel, while hogs te- 
main at about $3.50 for a hundred 
pounds. 

In the normal price relationship 
hogs should now be selling on the 
Chicago market at about $450 a 
bundred, officials pointed out, or 
corn should be selling at 35 cents 
a bushel. 

The corn loans, however, had the 
effect of pegging corn prices at 45 
cents, since farmers would . store 
and seal their corn to obtain the 
45 cents a bushel loan rather than 
feed it to low-priced hogs. Under 
the provisions of the corn loan 
contract farmers cannot lose by ac- 
cepting the Government credit or 


‘loans of banks on their stored corn.

Chief Statistician of F. W. Dodge Reports 
Residential Construction 5% Higher in Half 
Month Than in Whole of December, 1932.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Contracts 
for residential building during the 
first half of December in 37 states 
east of the Rocky Mountains, total- 
ing $13,629,200, exceeded by 5 per 
cent the similar contracts for the 
entire month of December in 1932, 
it was shown today by F. W. Dodge 
Corporation reports. 

L. Seth Schnitman, chief statis- 
tician for the corpération. called 
the improvement “the most domi- 
nant favorable development on the 
domestic economic horizon in many 
months.” 

The improvement shown was uni- 
versal throughout the territory east 
of the Rockies, with exceptions in 


upstate New York, the Southeast 
and the St. Louis area. Significant 
increases occurred in the metropol- 
itan area of New York, the Kansas 
City district and Texas. 

“While the improvement is rooted 
in the accelerating processes of the

TO HAVE FIRST . 
HOME CHRISTMAS 


Herschel Alt, Secretary of Aid 
Society Reports on Those 
Placed With Foster Families. 


Although many families ask the 
Children’s Aid Society for neglected 
or homeless children to take into 
their homes over Christmas, the so- 
ciety is forced to deny the requests. 
The reason is that the children 
under its care spend Christmas 
with the foster parents with whom 


they have been living during the 
year. 

“We are sure that the group of 
foster parents connected with the 
organization are doing their utmost 
to make Christmas a day of joy and 
security for the children, just as 
they have devoted themselves every 
other day of the year to care, edu- 
cation and training of the chil- 
dren,” Herschel Alt, general secre- 
tary of the society, said yesterday. 

“This year 575 children with no 
suitable homes of their own will 
spend Christmas as members of 
foster families. To 162 of these 
children, it will be the first Christ- 
mas spent in this way. We wonder 
sometimes what this - experience 
means to the children—what the 
significance of it is to them in 
terms of their past experiences. 
Some no doubt recall former happy 
Christmases at home when their 
mothers were living. For some this 
may be their first normal Christ- 
mas, the first time they have been 
with those who realize that Christ- 
mas is supposed to be.a day for 
children.” 

The Children’s Aid Society, ex- 
tending service to neglected chil- 
dren and unmarried mothers, is the 
largest voluntary agency working 
on behalf of children in St. Louis.

SKELETON OF NEW 
KIND OF DINOSAUR, 
SMALL AS A DOG 


Stood Upright, About as High 
as Mastiff, Fossil Bones From 
Montana Show, Museum Says. 


. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Discovery 
of a bantam-size dinosaur of a new 
species which roamed Montana 
120,000,000 years ago was announced 
by the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History today. It stood up- 
right on two hind legs probably as 
high as a mastiff. But it was light 
and fast, and judging by its hooked, 
saw-edged teeth, as dangerous as a 
pack of wolves. 

The fossil bones were found in 
south central Montana, 12 miles 
southeast of Harlowton, last Octo- 
ber. Only part of them have been 
chiseled out of the hard rock 
where they werc mineralized and 
preserved so long. But these frag- 
ments, brought here and fitted to- 
gether, tell of a fighter. Al! the 
bones are hollow, like those of 
birds, suggesting lightness, agility 
and speed. 


The hind legs were about 15 
inches of the ground at the hips. 
The whole body, balancing a heavy 
tail at one end and at the other a 
big head on a slashing neck, was 
about two and a half feet long. 
The skull bones are still imbedded 
in the Montana rock, and the an- 
nouncement states: “At present 
one cannot visualize the skull, but 
it must have been unusually large, 
for the saw-bladed, recurved teeth 
are relatively larger than in any 
described carnivorous dinosaur.”

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 23.—For 
the second time this year, an extor- 
tion plot aimed at Lessing J. Rov 
senwald, millionaire philanthropist, 
was frustrated today by his co- 
operation with authorities. 


Less than eight months after the 
wealthy chairman of the board of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. assisted offi< 


cers in the capture of a man who . 


demanded $100,000 from him, his 
prompt aid caused the arrest of an- 
other man who had demanded $30- 
000 under threat to do bodily harm, 
The second man was William 
Schultze, 34 years old, a milk dealer, 
who walked into a police trap after 
writing three extortion letters to 
Rosenwald. 

Eight detectives closed in on 
Schultze near a street corner after 
he sauntered by an officer who was 
impersonating Rosenwald and car- 
rying a brief case as the letter 
writter had demanded that the 
philanthropist do in the transfer of 
the money. 

Police said Schultze confessed he 
wrote the letters because he want- 
ed the money to “go into the pase 
teurization business.” He sobbingly 
disclaimed any intent to do Rosen- 
wald bodily harm, despite the 
threats contained in the letters, au- 
thorities said. He was held in $10, 
000 bail for the grand jury. 

Married and father of two chil 
dren, Schultze was quoted by police 
as saying he got the idea of writ- 
ing the letters from accounts of 
the other extortion case in which 
Rosenwald was the intended victim. 
That attempt ended in failure when 
police closed in on Charles K. Weil, 
29-year-old bookkeeper, last April 
as he was speaking to the Seurs, 
Roebuck executive from a tele- 
phone booth. Weil: pleaded guilty 
to the charge of attempted extor- 
tion, and now is serving a seven 
and a half year penitentiary term.

F ne the first time in the history of the Federal Government, 


scale to increase the fish productivity and carrying capacity of 
the streams on its public lands, according to a bulletin of the Ameri- 
can Game Association. A grant of $127,300 has been made to the 
United States Bureau of Fisheries to survey the waters of the Na- 
tional Forests and National Parks and for the improvement of 


streams. 

The Bureau of Fisheries also re- 
ceived a grant of $128,000 to improve 
its fish cultural plants including 34 
hatcheries and another grant of 


$150,000 for the construction of four 
new hatcheries in Alabama, In- 
diana, Pennsylvania and Texas. 
The Bureau’s model experimental 
hatchery at Leetown, W. Va., is to 
be enlarged. 

An additional grant of $15,000 has 
been allotted to the Fisheries Bu- 
reaus for a _ scientific study of 
stream pollution inthe Middle West 
to determine the effects of pollu- 
tion by domestic seweage and trade 
wastes upon fish life, and also to 
utilize the nitrogenous materials 
now discarded in such wastes to 
increase production of food and 
game fishes in lakes, artificial 
ponds and rivers. 

Grants of $734,750 have been 
made from Public Works Adminis- 
tration on a to the U. 8S. Biological 
Survey f6r “improvement on its 
present refuges for migratory bird 
and big game.’ No funds have 
been made available to purchase 
and reflood marshes for waterfowl 
feeding and breeding grounds. 
Sportsmen hope that the passage of 
the Duck Stamp bill, now pending 
in Congress, will provide for money 
for purchase and reconditioning of 
marshes.

An eight-point deer was observed 
one day last week in a brush patch 
near Dockery, Ray County, George 
Clark of Richmond reports.

Work on the State’s wild turkey 


farm at Mudlick Canyon in Sam 
A. Baker State Park, three miles 


north of Patterson, Wayne County, 
is progressing rapidly, according to 
Harold L. Blakey, game bird in- 
vestigator for the Game and Fish 
Department, in-charge of the work 
there. 

All wild turkey propagation of 
the State will be ¢entered at Mud- 
lick. The hatchery will be ready 
for spring hatching. The goal for 
1934 is approximately 6°00 poults. 
The Conservation Corps workers 
are building pens and other equip- 
ment necessary for the hatchery. —

454 Birds Found in 


at Mudlick. 


A check list of some 454 birds, 
either permanent residents of Mis- 
souri or transient visitants, has 
been compiled by Dr. Rudolph Ben- 
nitt of the Department of Zoology, 
University of ‘Missouri, and _ secre- 
tary of the State Audubon Society. 

It classifies the birds with stand- 
ard popular, names, family names, 
seasonal status and distribution in 
Missouri. 

Two hundred and twenty-one 
perching birds are classified. They 
include the family names of the 
larks, swallows, flycatchers, jays, 
magpies, crows, titmice, nuthatches, 
creepers, wrens, thrashers, mocking 
birds, thrushes,  gnatsnatchers, 
kinglets, pipits, waxwings, shrikes, 
starlings, vireos. In the wood 
warbler family 47 birds are named; 


there are 64 varieties of sparrows, 
finches and grosbeaks. There are 


42 in the order of anseriformes, 


such as geese, ducks and swans; 31 
buzzards, hawks and falcons; seven 
gallinaceous birds, including the 


grouse, prairie chicken, bobwhite, 


pheasant and turkey; 62 shore 
birds; such as gulls, auks, wood- 
cock and snipe; five pigeons; 16 
owls; 16 woodpeckers, six pelicans; 
17 herons, bitterrfs, ibises, — etc.; 
three loons; five grebes; seven 
goatsuckers and two swifts; one 
kingfisher. 


Dr. Bennitt is one of the State’s 


best known authorities on bird life 
and his studies are attracting wide 
attention.

Stations Provided. 


OOM for a dozen or more new 
R broadcasting stations will soon 

be provided by the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission, Martin Codel re- 
ports from Washington. The Com- 
mission has decided that the 1500 
to 1600 kilocycle band, which vir- 
tually all of the new sets can tune 
in, shall be opened to broadcasting, 
but under rigid experimental re- 
strictions. Whereas’ the band 
could accommodate 10 stations, the 
Commission will license only three 
at first so that they will be widely 
separated. The three stations will 
be allowed to use 1000 watts power 
and to carry sponsored programs. 
But whoever gets one of the li- 
censes will have to spend heavily 
in research and experimental work. 
Because of the wide separation of 
the stations, it should be possible 
for them to broadcast from their 
studios with a quality and free- 
dom from interference hitherto un- 
known to listeners. A newspaper 
in Waterbury, Conn., has applied 
for the 1520 kc. channel. It is prob- 
able, however, that the three li- 
censes will go to stations in large 
cities because of better laboratory 
facilities and the expense involved.

BY CHURCH MERGER 


It Will Be Caoibindd With Re- 
formed Church’s Seminary 
Now at Dayton, O.

Eden Seminary, at Webster 
Groves, church school of the Evan- 
gelical Synod ‘of North America, 
will gain in enrollment as a result 
of the merger of the Evangelical 
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Synod with the Reformed Church 
of the United States, which will be 
made. effective next June. 

This will come through the com- 
bining of the Reformed Church's 
central theological seminary at 
Dayton, O., and transfer of its stu- 


dents to the Webster Grooves 
school. Enrollment of Eden, con- 
sisting mostly of students for the 
ministry, is about 75 and that of 
Central is somewhat less. 

The effective date of the mer- 
ger was announced by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the General Syn- 
od of the Reformed Church at 
Philadelphia. Commenting on the 
announcement yesterday, the Rev. 
Paul Press of St. Louis, first vice- 
president of the Evangelical Syn- 
od, said one of the most important 
results would be the merger of the 
two schools. St. Louis congrega- 
tions will not be greatly affected, 
as there are 30 Evangelical 
churches in the city and only one 
of the Reformed denomination. 

Throughout the United States 
there are 1700 churches of the Re- 
formed group with 350,000 members 
and 1300 churches of the Evangeli- 
cal group with 325,000 members. 
The Evangelical church represents 
a union of Lutherans and Calvin- 
ists and the Reformed church is 
almost purely Calvinistic. The 
Rev. C. W. Locher of Webster 
Groves is president of the Evan- 
gelical Synod of North America.

000 HAVE GWA JUBS 
NST. CLAIR COUNTY 


Men Employed on 40 Projects 
— 70 Cents an Hour in 
Construction Work. 


More than 5500 men are now em- 
ployed on 40 CWA projects in St. 
Clair County, according to Benja- 
min O. Cooper, director of relief 
work in the county and head of 
the county CWA committee. 


Cooper has just returned from the 
State CWA office in Chicago where 
he obtained a ruling from W. S&S. 
Reynolds, executive secretary of the 
Illinois CWA, that contracts made 
prior to April, 1933, hold good under 
the CWA. Accordingly, all men 


get 70 cents an hour instead of the 
average CWA wage of 50 cents an 
hour. This is in line with an old 
agreement between the County 
Board of Supervisors and the la- 
bor unions. 
Among the 40 projects there are 
four major undertakings involving 
an expenditure of $422,000 and giv- 
ing employment to 2550 men. Three 
of these entail construction work. 
Lake Park Largest Project. 
By far the largest undertaking fs 
‘the development of Lake Park, 
which has already been used for 
several years as a fishing site and 
bathing beach. Lake Park, con- 
taining 800 iacres and 350 acres of 
lakes in addition, was formerly 
mostly swamp land and was known 
as Pittsburg Lake. 
Men are now employed draining 
the low lands and filling in, plant- 
ing trees, shrubs and grass, and 
constructing roads and sidewalks. 
The first nine holes of a projected 
18-hole golf course, are also .being 
aid out. The CWA will expend 
253,000 in. improving the park, on 
which the East St. Louis Park 
Board has spent more than $1,000,- 
000 in recent years. 
The construction of sidewalks on 
State street, which is the main 
road between East St. Louis and 
Belleville, between Thirty-eighth 
street, East St. Louis, and Twenty- 
ninth street, Belleville, will entail 
an expenditure of $68,000. When the 
work is completed there will be 12% 
miles of continuous sidewalk on 
each side of the street. 
$101,000 for Two Roads. 

Laying the groundwork for two 
cut-off roads, one in East St. Louis 
designed to take heavy traffic off 
State street and St. Clair avenue, 
and one from Belleville to Dupo, 
calls for an expenditure of $101,000 
and employment of 700 men. 
The first cut-off will begin at 
Thirty-seventh street and Bunkum 
road, East St. Louis, intersect State 
Highway No. 157, and end at the 
junction with State Highway No. 
12, a total distance of three miles. 
The second cut-off will begin near 
Belleville on State Highway No, 13 
and extend three miles and connect 
with State Highway No. 3, a mile 
south of Dupo.

URUG STORES START SELLING 
PACKAGE LIQUOR IN OHIC 


Control Law Erases Last of Prohi- 
bition Measures; Drys on Job 

* for Local Option. 
By the Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 23.—Intox- 
icating liquors flowed legally in 
Ohio tonight for the first time in 
14 years. 
Drug stores throughout the State 
started selling package liquors to 
all comers. 
Within three hours after Gov. 
George White signed thé liquor 
control bill that erased the last of 
the prohibition laws, -the first tem- 
porary drug store permits were is- 
sued. 
But even as whisky, gin, brandy 
and wine were being dispensed, two 
leaders of the defeated dry forces 
issued challenges of a new battle 
to banish them from the State. 
S. P. McNaught, secretary of the 
Ohio Anti-Saloon League, joined 
Dr. Howard H. Russell, a founder

. Is One of 10 in Country. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Work 
of a group of 163, Civil Works Ad- 
ministration emergency employes in 


a 200,000-acre watershed near 
Bethany, Mo., was praised today by 
the newly organized soil erosion 
service, set up with $10,000,000 fur- 
nished by public works. 

The men are. building brush and 
rock dams across destructive. gul- 
lies and mining limestone to cor- 
rect soil acidity. 

The soil erosion service experts 
said soil washing in that region of 
Northern Missouri and in Southern 
Iowa’ had ‘stripped off the fertile 
topsoil of 4,500,000 acres, and nearly 
500,000 acres had been destroyed by 
gullying. These impoverished and 
destroyed lands all were cultivated 
at one time, producing in good 
years around 75 bushels of -corn 
per acre, but yields now range from 
15 to 20 bushels and in dry years 
dwindle to nothing. 

Experiments conducted in the 
area indi¢ated land sloping eight 
feet in 100 feet lost 85 tons of soil 
per acre each year when planted tu 
ecrn. Where alfalfa is grown the 


soil losses from the same kind of] 


land are-iess than two-fifths of a 
ton a year per acre and rainfall 
runoff amburits to only 2 per cent: 
against 35. per cent.under corn cul- 
tivation. 

The project near Bethany is one 
of 10 now being carried on in 
various parts of the country. On 
all these projects mer recruited by 
civil works are being employed in 
trying to curb an evil which soil 
erosion experts said, annually de- 
stroys 100,000 acres of crop land and 
impoverishes. much more through 
sheet washing.

™~ of Nadir Khan Brings 


- Unrest Again to 
Afghanistan.

O THE accompaniment of 

pistol shots, the hiss of 

|} plunging blades and the 
screams of harem women, another 
chapter of Afghanistan's history came 
to its violent end recently, another 
King met the fate of that turbu- 
lent land. Nadir Khan, who fought 
his way to the throne only four years 
ago, was assassinated in his royal pal- 
ace at Kabul. 

Governmental announcements con- 
cerning the murder have been reticent, 
but an unofficial account gives de- 
tails of how the King met his death. 
Nadir was leaving the harem when, 
just outside the door, a man sprang 
into view and shot him. The King 
staggered back inside the door and 
fell, groaning. Immediately other 
assassins pounced on him, 
fiercely a moment, and fled. The se- 
raglio resounded with the. shrieks of 
wives and concubines who had wit- 
nessed the attack on their lord and 
master. 

Palace guards and courtiers rushed 
tc the scene. But the assassins had 
disappeared. And the King of Af- 
ghanistan was dead. It has been re. 
ported that the King was shot by a 
student, and that trusted servants fin- 
ished the job with their long knives. 

A Mohammedan priest arrived and 
stood beside the huddled body. Look- 
ing toward Mecca, he three times 
called ‘‘Allah Akbar,’ and three times 
the women of the harem lifted their 
hands to their veiled faces. Then alli 
turned to the right, then to the left, 
and murmured, ‘‘Peace be with you.’’

The body of the slain sovereign was 
taken away. The weeping women re- 
turned to their seclusion to wonder 
apprehensively what fate was in store 
for them with their protector dead— 
a change of rulers in Afghanistan usu- 
ally means an almost complete change 
of personnel in the reyal harem. And 
British officialdom, when the news of 
Nadir’s death reached it, prepared to 
grapple with a new twist in its compli- 
cated Indian affairs. For Afghanistan 
horders on northwest India and the 
British are concerned about any events 
which may affect the behavior of the 
neighbor nation. Turmoil and intrigue 
in the little mountain country contain 
the potentialities of danger to India, 
the threat of Afghan tribesmen 
streaming across the frontier through 
the Khyber Pass. 

Prince Mohamed Zahir Khan, son of 
Nadir, has succeeded 
to the throne, but he 
is only 19 years old 
and many doubt that 
he has the strength 
to maintain a stable 
government and 
keep order in his 
realm. The task is 
a difficult one. Any 
man- who ascends 
the Afghan throne 
must expect to be 
surrounded by ruth- 
less political ene- 
mies, spied upon 
and plotted against. 
If he cannot cope 
with his foes it is 
likely that he will 
not only luse his 
tbrone but his life as well. Plenty of 
the rulers of the country have lost 
both. The Afghans have a habit of 
killing their Kings. 

One of the Afghan rulers once de- 
scribed his position in these words: 
“You would think you were reigning 
in heaven—I know I am ruling in 
hell.”” It was Abdur Rahman Khan,

King from 1881 to 1901, who said 
this. 

Unlike most of his predecessors who 
were assassinated, this particular mon- 
arch ended his reign by dying peace- 
fully in bed. He was probably the 
strongest ruler in all the long and 
blondy history of Afghanistan. He 
ruled with a rod of iron; he was ruth- 
less and cruel in his methods, and if 
be as much as suspected that rival 
factions were working against him he 
would nip the plot in the bud by the 
wholesale extermination of, his ene- 
mies. 

It was nothing unusual for Amir 
Abdur Rahman to order hundreds of 
men to be put to death. And so he 
cowed his rivals and held sway over 
his country for 20 years. 

Once this King dispatched a mes- 
sage to Sir Salter Pyne, the eminent 
British engineer, requesting his pres- 
ence at the palace in Kabul. When 
the Englishman arrived, he found the 
Afghan seated at a table eating fruit 
ices. He invited Sir Salter to join 
him. 

As -the two men 
were enjoying the 
cooling refreshments, 
409% mutinous __ soil- 
diers from Harat 
were marched into 
their presence. 
Sweeping the _ sol. 
diers with his cold 
and cruel eyes, the 
Amir shouted: ‘‘Poke 
their eyes out.’’ The 
order was instantly 
obeyed, while the 
King  placidly fin- 
ished his ice. 

Under Abdur Rabh- 
man’s strong if ruth- 
less hand the country 
prospered and was 
unfontedly quiet. The Amir was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, Habibullah, 
who, like his father, was essentially 
pro-British and refused to let his Mos- 
Jem country follow Turkey into alli- 
ance with Germany in the World War. 
He was assassinated in Langhman, 


north of Kabul, in February, 1919. 


Habibullah’s brother, Nasrullah,

then undertook to rule Afvha 

but he lasted only six days Was 
ousted by his nephew, Amanu!lah 
Only a few months after Amasullay 
seized the throne, Afghan troops 
crossed the frontier into India. British 
troops went into action and peace was 
soon arranged, hastened doubtless } 
the appearance of a British airplane 
over Kabul. 

Amanullah introduced a nuinber - 
economic and social changes in 
country, apparently in emulation ;¢ 
President Komal of Turkey, and there 
by caused much resentment among his 
people, who clung fanatically to old 
ways, old institutions. 


Queen Sourtya. made a royal tour 

of Europe. They were entertained 
at Buckingham Palace. but the success 
of the trip was somewha' 7 
by the unpaid bills they ieft as they 
traveled. Soon after their return t 
Afghanistan the opposition to 
King’s modern ideas became so strong 
that he was forced to abdicate. The 
royal pair returned as _ refugees to 
France, which they had so recently 
visited in regal magnificence. 

Amanullah’s brother, Prince Inaya- 
tullah, followed him on the throne— 
and into retirement. Inayatullab 
reigned for four days, and then fled 
from the _ victorious forces of 4 
brigand, Bacha Sakao. Bacha entered 
Kabul and usurped the throne, becom- 
ing the third ruler of Afghanistan 
within a week. His father had been a 
water carrier, and Bacha‘* was hailed 
as the ‘“‘Water Boy King.’ He estab- 
lished himself in the royal palace, ap- 
pointed some of his cronies to impor- 
tant government posts. In a few weeks 
the national treasury had been woe- 
fully depleted, and the country was in 
chaos. 

About this time, Nadir Khan. who 
was living in France, returned to Af- 
ghanistan, gathered an army and dis- 
puted Bacha Sakao's rule. Before the 
end of the year he had driven the 
usurper from Kabul and had been 
proclaimed King. ‘Ten days later the 
“water boy’’ surrendered. The new

and three years were added to his sen- 
tence. Then he had tried to escape, 
and that meant two years more. So 
be had been in prison more than 16 
years when paroled. 

In the Missouri city to which he was 
sent for a new start he reported to his 
sponsor and set abuvut trying to estab- 
lish himself. It didn’t take long to 
discover that he was in for a tough 
time. He was uneducated and with- 
Gut a trade. His lined face and his 
gaunt, stooped body, in its strictly util- 
itarian clothing, were unprepossessing. 
With the depression on, jobs were 
few. And, in addition, the changes 


that had taken place since 1915 made 
the life about him unfamiliar, con- 
fused him, caused him to despair of 
ever fitting himself into its complex 
pattern. 

The ex-convict couldn't get a job. In 
a few days his money gave out. He 
had no friends to whom he could go 
for assistance, and his few close rela- 
tives had died while he was in the 
penitentiary. The sponsor, occupied 
with other affairs, didn’t seem to be 
able to help. His principal contribu- 
tion was to warn his protege to keep 
out of tronble and report regularly. 
The man from the penitentiary began

to think of the “big house,” with its 
monotonous, strictly-regulated ~| ex- 
istence, as a haven; at least a fellow 
wus fed and egheltered there. Maybe 
the best thing for him would be to 
get sent back to prison. 

But he decided to try something else 
first—something he had heard other 
convicts talk about. He would see if 
Sergeant Moran in St. Louis could do 
anything for him. With the consent 
of his sponsor, he thumbed his way 
here and called on the policeman, 
Thomas J. Moran. 

Sergeant Moran heard the man’s 
story, found out he was penniless, got 
him a card good for meals at a relief 
agency, and dug down in his own pock- 
et for enough money to pay for shel- 
ter for a few nighis. In a short time 
Moran found him a job as a dishwash- 
er ina restaurant. Later he got a bét- 
ter job as cook in a boarding house. 
He's now working in a construction 
camp, earning sufficient money to 
save a bit. He was baptised and joined 
a church at the instance of the Ser- 
geant. For two years now he has kept 
out of trouble and made his parole re- 
ports regularly. The indications are 
that he will complete his period of 
probation and be eligible for citizen- 
ship again-—a modest asset rather than 
a liability to. society. 

This is the sort of thing that has 
made Moran’s name known among the 


inmates of penal institutions through- 
cut the Middle West and has won for 
him and the system he represents the 
commendation of S. B. Hunter, direc- 
tor of the State Penal Board, and

Moran is head of a police institu- 
tion of which little is heard—an in- 
stitution in which policemen are en- 
gaged in keeping people out of prison 
instead of putting them in.

Ganz whether or not he regarded 
the King Henry VIII, by Holbein, in 
the possession of the Ear! of Warwick 
at Warwick Castle, as a ‘ceremonial 
portrait.’’ 

This particular critic declared it to 
be “far superior to the Castle Howard 
portrait,’’ citing Dr. Waagen, who, in 
his “Art Treasures of England,” 
states that the Warwick Castle Hol- 
hein ‘‘may have been painted avout 
1530."

HE controversy that now began 
Te rage about the relative merits 
of the various Holbein portraits 
of Henry VIII was, after nearly four 
centuries, to call attention to the fact 
that the German painter in his Castle 
Howard picture was not only a great 
artist, but a keen psychologist. 
Psychologically intimate, the Castle 
Howard Holbein revealed—-in the opin- 
ion of art experts and critica—the 
matrimonially adventurous monarch at 
a moment when he was still full of bit- 
ter disillusionment as a result of Cath- 
erine Howard's confession of her pre- 
nuptial amours—for which she had 
paid the penalty on February 13, 1542. 
On the other hand, according to 
some of the critics, bluff King Hal 
may have been in a rather doleful 
mood over his ever-increasing pound- 
age. 
Then there are those who see in the 
face pain. Quite possibly they are 
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right about that, too, for the portrait 
was painted at the time when Henry 
VIII was suffering greatly from an ob. 
stinate ulcer on one of his legs. 

But the chances are the world will 
never know exactly what Holbein saw 
in the face of his subject as he started 
work on the portrait—it may have 
been disillusionment, the choler of ad- 
vancing years and the worry that ac- 
companies retarded physical activities, 
disillusionment—loss of faith in wom- 
ankind, possibly in himself. 

Whea the Castle Howard Holbein 
had been rid of the last offensive 
trace of over-painting, the picture was 
placed on exhibition at Messrs. Spink 
& Sons, King street, St. James’s, with 
the result that within a few days all 
London was re-establishing acquaint- 
ance with Henry in all his pictorial 
glory and glamour. 

The picture was hung alone in a 
room, draped with black velvet, and {I- 
luminated with almost dramatic effect. 

As if looming out of the dusk of the 
ages appeared the image of Henry 
VIII, radiantly attired in richly em- 
broidered red ceremonial clothes, with 
staff in one hand and gloves in the 
other, and looking over the curious 
crowd with his small piercing eyes, the 
image seemed as if about to speak and 
order the room cleared. 

Artists and others flocked to see 
the portrait. Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught, standing before it, was heard 
to say: ‘Very fine indeed—as fine, 
in fact, as the one with which I was 
brought up at Windsor.”’ 

When the newspapers noised this 
tribute abroad, quite a few critics 
arose and declared that the Windsor 
Holbein was not at all genuine. 

Such a charge disturbed Queen Mary 
mightily, and without ado or delay 
she hied herself to Spink’s for a mi- 
nute inspection of the newly discov- 
ered Holbein. Not only is the British 
Queen an ardent lover of art, but a

HE mere mention of Holbein’s 

name was by this time making 

the art critics and experts rather 
jumpy. 

lt was then mentioned in the news 
columns that their majesties were 
greatly impressed by the brililant 
qualities of the portrait, and that they 
were in no doubt as to the genuine- 
nesa of the Holbein at Windsor. 

Then more and more artists and 
other experts hastened to view it. Most 
of them accepted the confident judg- 
ment that it was the work of Hol- 
bein, but some began to voice their 
doubts in rather raucous fashion. 

They were baffled, for instance, by 
the nature of the fur which deco:ates 
the collar of Henry's coat. And there 
were suggestions that the drawing of 
the hands and parts of the head were 
uot creditable to Holbein's genius.

nother had a wav of her own and the 
father was the apoplectic type that 
fitted squarely into the playwright’s 
conception of an irate sire. Before his 
death, late in 1925, he had disinher- 
ited and reinstated Tommy six times. 
And when the will was read it was 
found that the children were to share 
the estate, which ran anywhere from 
$20,000,000 to $40,000,000, and the 
widow was ignored. 

All of these public gyrations of what 
might be called the leaping branch of 
the Manville family are very painful 
to what might be called the aspiring 
branch, the H. Edward Manvilles. The 
H. Edwards go in heavily for class dis- 
tinction and breeding and riding to 
hounds; in the alliance of their 
daughter, Estelle, to Count Folke 
Bernadotte they achieved a connection 
with royalty, for the Count was no less 
than a nephew to the King of Sweden. 

Just how much chagrin was felt by 
the H. Edward Manvilles when Lor- 
raine took to the stage will perhaps 
never be told until one of the H. Ed- 
wards breaks out in an autobiograph- 
ical rash, which may be never; but 
certainly the early capers of brother 
Tommy must have prepared them for 
the shock. 


OMMY is one of the oddest fig- 
ures in modern American history. 
His type lies somewhere on a 
line drawn between Ulysges and Mick. 
ey Mouse. When he was 16 he ran 
away from preparatory schoo! in the 
East, and the next his father heard of 
him he was in Boise City, Idaho, with 
$10 in his pocket. Tommy's father 
immediately had him sent home and 
heard from the child’s own lips an ex- 
citing story of having been belilhop, 
baggage smasher and hotel clerk. He 
disinherited the boy. A year later 
Thomas Franklyn Manville Jr., eyes 
wide open, lips parted expectantly 
under a toothbrush mustache, and bow 
tie adding a pert kittenish innocence 
(if a contemporary photograph is to 
be believed), was sent to dancing 
school by his stern parent. Instead, 
Tommy lit eut for Broadway. Here, 
he decided, was a field worthy of his 
talents. He haunted stage doors and 
after-theater parties and people point- 
ed him out as “Thomas F. Manville’s 
voy; you know, the asbestos king.’’ It 
was the elixir of life to Tommy, being 
pointed out that way, according to all 
whu knew him well. 

Florence Huber was the toast of the 
Main Stem at the time, a Follies 
beauty, with her hair done up like a 
wastebasket tied with a bandeau, as 
was the style. Tommy showered her 
with orchids and married her 48 hours

It went well for 
about a year, when the match broke 
up and Tommy made peace with his 
father. Too much economizing and 
too little Broadway life explained the 
failure of the marriage. | The groom 
went into his father’s offiée and an- 
nounced he was going to learn the 
business. But the adulation of head 
waiters, chorus girls and the gay mob 
got him again. And once more he was 
off the reservation, disinherited one 
day and reinstated the next. In 1922 
he got his divorce, and his father told 
him: “If you and Lois marry, I'll put 
your name back in my will.” Lois was 
Lois McCoin, a secretary in the Man- 
ville office, and no trial for the eyes. 

In October, 1925, Thomas Franklyn 
Manville Jr., married Lois McCoin and 
his name went back in the all-impor- 
tant document.

Kelly, the famous portrait paint- 
er, declared rather bluntly that he 
did not believe the picture to be 
a Holbein.

“There is no doubt that the 
panel was painted in the time of 
Henrv VIII, but, whoever painted 
it, there is not enough of the orig- 
inal work left to matter. 

“It seemed to me so obviously 
not the work of Holbein that I 
was terrified, having seen it in 
the daylight. lest it should at once 
be generally accepted and rushed 
into the National Gallery. 

“In my opinion it is absolutely 
essential that it should be thor- 
oughly examined in daylight by 
British artists of high standing—

These jobs covered a wide range 
of occupations. Kighty-two of the 
men were laborers, 38 were fac- 
tory workers, 26 were chauffeurs, 
21 weré mechanics, 21 were hotel 
workers, 17 were salesmen. 

In connection with its super- 
visory work, the bureau makes in- 
vestigations of prospective spon- 
sors and other matters pertaining 
to St. Louisans who are being con.

Several classes of former pris- 
oners are supervised by the bu- 
reau. There are paroled men 
and boys from the Missouri Pen- 
itentiary, the Training School for 
Boys at Boonville and Algoa 
Farms, the intermediate reform.

In the first 
two years of its operation the St. 
Louis bureau had on its rolls 428 
men from the State Penitentiary 
~—399 released under conditional 
commutation and 29 under pa- 
role-—and 340 youths discharged 
or paroled from the reformatory. 
It has on record only 45 persons 
returned to prison out of this to- 
tal of 768—less than 6 per cent. 
Some of the 768 had dropped out 
of sight before the end of the sec- 
ond year, having finished their 
probation, moved away from the 
city or, in a few cases, merely dis- 
appeared. Certain others had been 
arrested and were awaiting trial, 
so it was yet undetermined wheth- 
er they were to return to prison. 
It cannot be assuined, therefore, 
that all but 45 of the Missouri ex. 
prisoners placed on the St. Louis 
bureau’s rolls in two years be- 
haved fhemselves, because, to the 
extent explained, the records are 
incomplete. The figures are suf- 
ficiently impressive, however, to 
make penal authorities of the 
State consider the St. Louis sys- 
tema something of a model for the 
rehabilitation of former criminals.
